Mr. Mackenzie King, seconded by Mr. St. Laurent, moved—That Fred 
Rose, Member for Cartier, having been adjudged guilty of an indictable offence 
and sentenced to six years’ imprisonment and not having served the punishment 
to which he was adjudged, has become and continues incapable of sitting or 
voting in this House, and it is ordered that Mr. Speaker do issue his Warrant to 
the Chief Electoral Officer to make out a new Writ for the election of a new 
member to serve in the present Parliament for the Electoral District of Cartier 
in the room of said Fred Rose adjudged and sentenced as aforesaid. 


And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 
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Mr. Mackenzie King introduced a Bill, No. 1, An Act respecting the 
Administration of Oaths of Office, which was read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, That when the House did ‘attend His Excellency the 
Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased 
to make a speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mistakes, he 
had obtained a copy which is, as follows:— 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


Since my arrival in Canada, I have visited all nine provinces. Today, for 
the first time, I meet with you at the opening of a session of Parliament. I should 
like at once to say how greatly I value this new association. I prize it the more 
in that it permits, in a time of peace, a continuance of the memorable association 
I had with Canada’s armed forces at a time of war. 


This new year has happily been marked by a lessening of international 
tension. During 1946, despite many disappointments, a notable advance was 
made towards world recovery. In the making of peace and in the tasks of world 
reconstruction, Canada has assumed a full share of responsibility. No country 
holds, today, a higher place in the esteem of other nations. 


The establishment of enduring peace continues to be the first concern of 
all nations. It is the corner stone of our external policy. 


Unsettled world conditions, following inevitably in the wake of war, have 
rendered the making of the peace exceedingly difficult. Some progress has 
been made. After prolonged conferences, treaties of peace with Italy, Finland, 
Roumania, Hungary and Bulgaria have been agreed upon, and are about to be 
signed. You will be asked to approve the treaties to which Canada becomes a 
signatory. 


The Allied Nations have now entered upon the task of determining the future 
of Germany and Austria. Canada has recently made clear our constructive 
attitude with regard to these settlements. - 


In international action for the relief of the destitute, and for the rehabilita- 
tion of areas desolated during the war, Canada has been much to the fore. We 
may indeed be grateful that our country has been able to take the part it has 
in the relief of human suffering, in the provision of food for the hungry, and in 
the restoration of devastated countries. Canada is joining with other nations in 
seeking to solve the perplexing problem of the displaced persons, and in the 
development of international cooperation in many fields. 


It is the policy of the government to have Canada give wholehearted support 
to the United Nations. Special attention is being given to the deliberations 
respecting atomic energy and the regulation and reduction of armaments. My 
Ministers are also following with interest the activities of the United Nations 
with regard to the question of Human Rights and Fundamental Freedoms, and 
the manner in which those obligations accepted by all Members of the United 
Nations may best be implemented. It is the intention of the government to 
recommend the appointment of a select committee of members of both Houses 
to consider and report upon these matters. 


The General Assembly of the United Nations concluded, last month in New 
York, its first session begun in London a year ago. Canada’s delegation both in 
London and in New York was representative of the government and the opposi- 
tion, and of both Houses of Parliament. The Canadian delegation took an active 
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and constructive part in the work of the Assembly, the Economie and Social 
Council, the Atomic Energy Commission and other international organizations. 
You will be invited to consider legislation to enable Canada to carry out our 
country’s obligations under the United Nations Charter, and to approve other 
agreements arising out of the growing structure of international organization. 


Canada welcomed the action of the United Nations in convening a World 
Conference on Trade and Employment. It is hoped that the Conference may 
bring into being an international Charter which, by the removal or reduction of 
restrictions, will result in the continuous expansion of world trade. During the 
autumn, preparatory trade discussions among the nations of the Commonwealth 
were held in London. Discussions are being continued with other of the United 
Nations. Canada’s delegation to the Conference will be instructed to further 
to the utmost this combined effort on the part of the United Nations to liberate 
trade and thereby to assist in the maintenance of a high level of employment. 


In our own country, the change-over from wartime conditions has proceeded 
rapidly. The repatriation and demobilization of the armed forces have been 
practically completed. Almost all dependents of veterans have now arrived in 
Canada. The three armed services have been brought under the jurisdiction of 
one Minister of the Crown. The navy, army and air force are being reorganized 
on a post-war basis. 


Industry has been converted almost entirely from wartime purposes to 
peace-time production. Over a million persons have been transferred from the 
armed forces and war industry to regular civilian occupations. Employment is 
higher than it has ever been. It is over thirty per cent higher than it was in 
1939. During 1946 Canada’s external commerce reached heights unprecedented 
in peace-time. The national income is at its highest peace-time level. The out- 
look for trade and employment for 1947 is most favourable. 


Despite the high volume of output in all the primary industries, the demand 
for the natural products of the farms, the fisheries, the mines and the forests 
continues to exceed production. Through marketing agreements, the government 
is seeking to give security and continuing stability to the incomes of primary 
producers. 


Many of the controls and restrictions in force during and immediately after 
the war are no longer in existence. Others have been considerably relaxed. 
Controls over wages and salaries and over many prices and commodities have 
been removed. Other controls are being removed in an orderly manner. 


The policy of the government is to maintain only such price and commodity 
controls as may be required to protect consumers from a sudden and drastic rise 
in the cost of living, and to ensure the fair distribution of essential goods and 
services which are in short supply. You will be invited to consider what 
measures may be necessary to continue this policy after the expiry of the National 
Emergency Transitional Powers Act. Where it may appear advisable to con- 
tinue these or other transitional measures, the required legislation will be sub- 
mitted for your approval at the earliest possible date. 


Where measures enacted under wartime powers may be required for a con- 
siderable period, bills necessary to give statutory form to their provisions will be 
introduced without delay. This procedure will bring under your review a number 
of measures relating, among other matters, to labour relations, agriculture, 
marketing, immigration, defence, finance and export trade. 
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Progress is being made in overcoming the shortages in building supplies, 
thereby accelerating the provision of additional housing. Despite all obstacles, 
the number of housing units completed in 1946 approximated the objective set 
by the government. The cooperation of provincial and municipal authorities 
greatly contributed to the provision of emergency shelter. 


Since the last session of parliament, negotiations for tax agreements have 
been carried on with certain of the provinces. In the course of these negotiations, 
modifications were made in the Dominion proposals to meet problems of indivi- 
dual provinces, and to ensure comparable treatment for all. 


Tax agreements have now been reached with several of the provinces. The 
government is prepared to conclude agreements on a similar basis with the 
remaining provinces. You will be asked to approve such tax agreements as may 
be concluded. 


Once suitable financial relationships have been arrived at with the provinces, 
my Ministers have undertaken to seek in a general conference or otherwise, to 
work out satisfactory arrangements with the provinces in regard to public invest- 
ment and social security measures. Amendments to the Old Age Pensions Act 
will be introduced at the present session, 


You will be invited to consider a measure to provide for the readjustment 
of representation in the House of Commons, in accordance with the provisions of 
the recent amendment to the British North America Act. Amendments to the 
Dominion Elections Act will also be submitted for your consideration. 


In the course of the session, additional measures will be submitted for your 
approval. 


Members of the House of Commons: 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year and the Estimates for the coming 
year will be laid before you. The estimates will disclose substantial and gratify- 
ing reductions in public expenditures. 


You will be asked to make financial provision for all essential services.

Mr. Speaker presented the Report of the Librarians of Parliament, which 
is as follows:— 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows 
for the year 1946: 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated, purchased, and obtained 
by Copyright during 1946 is in course of printing and will be distributed in 
a few weeks. 


The substantial amount of money which was cut from the book vote in 
1942 has been restored, but the cost of books and essential services has increased 
greatly during the last year. In spite of this, however, it is believed that most 
of the books necessary for the use and need of Members of Parliament have 
been added to the Library. 


At the recent session of the United Nations the Honourable Paul Martin, 
then Secretary of State, made arrangements with the Permanent Secretary, 
Mr. Trygve Lie, for all documents published by the organization, in both 
English and French, to be sent free to the Library of Parliament. We are 
grateful to both these gentlemen. 


On May 22, 1946, the Joint Committee of both Houses on the Library of 
Parliament held a meeting and made the following recommendations: 


1. That the necessary steps should be taken to redecorate the 
interior of the Library, and to replace by hot water the steam heating 
system at present in use in the central part of the Library. 

2. That in order to relieve the congestion in the Library the Govern- 
ment consider the necessity of providing accommodation for the storage 
of all books and material which the Librarians consider superfluous 
to the present needs of the Library of Parliament. Such material 
could later on form the nucleus of a National Library, which your Com- 
mittee felt should be located in Ottawa, and the need for which has so long 
been recognized. 

3. That a program of microfilming bound newspapers be inaugurated 
by the purchasing of a microfilm reading machine and the acquisition of 
the already existing microfilm editions of a number of leading newspapers. 
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4. That the installation of the new system of lighting, commenced 
last year, be completed as soon as possible. 

5. That a reclassification of the staff of the Library be made by the 
Civil Service Commission, and that there be added to the temporary staff 
one trained cataloguer and one expert library typist-filer, with a view 
to proceeding with the partial recataloguing of books after Library of 
Congress methods, and also, an apprentice to be trained by the present 
skilled bookbinders. 


The report of the Committee was adopted in the Senate May 30, and in 
the House of Commons June 19, 1946. 


The Public Works Department inform us that they will soon completa 
the installation of the new system of fluorescent lighting in the library, and 
the replacement by hot water of the old steam-heating system; and also that 
they will proceed with the redecoration of the interior of the library. 


The Librarians have made every effort, but without success, to obtain 
more space, not only to relieve the present congestion, but for the thousands of 
books which are yearly added to the library. Office room is seriously and 
inconveniently restricted as all available space has been taken over for books, 
and the staff has been obliged to use desks in the main reference room of the 
library which should be reserved for Members of Parliament. 


Subscriptions have been entered for the microfilm editions of a dozen of the 
leading newspapers, and an order has been placed for a microfilm reading 
machine. By this means we hope to be able to save some space in the future. 


We have been fortunate in adding to our temporary staff a trained 
cataloguer and a trained typist-filer; and the work of recataloguing the books 
after Library of Congress methods is proceeding. The Civil Service Commission 
is also making some changes in the classification of the staff.

Adamson, adjourned.

C. Removing the discouragements to the production, and sale in Canada, 
of building materials of all kinds; and, the providing of financial assistance 
required, so that an all-out housing program can be initiated to meet the 
needs of the Canadian people. 

D. Redefining and clarifying the Constitutional rights and responsibili- 
ties of Dominion and Provincial governments together with the adoption of 
scientific formulae for allotting to the provinces sufficient revenues to enable 
them fully to discharge their responsibilities without increasing the tax burden 
already borne by their people.” 


And the Debate still continuing; the said Debate was, on motion of Mr. 
Gauthier (Portneuf), adjourned.

General, Governor General and Commander-in-Chief of the Dominion 
of Canada. 


May it Pirase Your EXcELLENCY: 


We, His Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the House of Commons 
cf Canada, in Parliament assembled, beg leave to offer our humble thanks to 
Your Excellency for the gracious Speech which Your Excellency has addressed 
to both Houses of Parliament. 


And on the proposed motion of Mr. Bracken, in amendment thereto: That 
the following be added to the motion:— 


“We respectfully submit to Your Excellency that Your Excellency’s 
present advisers do not possess the confidence of the country.” 
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And on the proposed motion of Mr. Low, in amendment to the said pro- 
posed amendment: That all of the words in the amendment following the word 
“Excellency’s” be struck out, and the following be substituted therefor: 


“Ministers ought to have advised Your Excellency that they would introduce 
in the present session measures providing for: 


A. The return to Parliament of complete and effective control of Canada’s 
financial policy. 


B. The use of the national credit to meet at least some of the financial 
requirements for essential services; and, as a guarantee that this country shall 
not again be subjected to financial depression, to make available to each and all 
Canadian citizens a proper portion of purchasing power which shall not first 
pass through the usual channels of industry, this on a basis calculated to main- 
tain a balance between effective purchasing power in the hands of consumers and 
the aggregate of the prices of goods available for sale. 


C. Removing the discouragements to the production, and sale in Canada, 
of building materials of all kinds; and, the providing of financial assistance 
required, so that an all-out housing program can be initiated to meet the needs 
of the Canadian people. 


D. Re-defining and clarifying the constitutional rights and responsibilitties 
of Dominion and Provincial governments together with the adoption of scientific 
formulae for allotting to the provinces sufficient revenues to enable them fully 
to discharge their responsibilities without increasing the tax burden already 
borne by their people.”

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And be it further resolved that in the opinion of this House the Government 
should give immediate consideration to the introduction of a system of orderly 
and democratic controls so as to provide stable price levels and equitable price 
relationships in order to eliminate the injustices which now exist and to arrest the 
rapidly rising cost of living. 


Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out of order on the ground that it con- 
travened Standing Order 50 which precludes all amendment to the main question 
on a motion to refer a Resolution to Committee of the Whole. 


_ From this decision Mr. Coldwell appealed to the House.

On motion of Mr. Mackenzie, it was ordered——That the name of Mr. 
Stirling be substituted for that of Mr. Church on the Special Committee on 
revision of the Indian Act. 


Mr. Mackenzie King, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before 
the House——Copy of Order in Council passed under the provisions of the 
National Emergency Transitional Powers Act, 1945, as amended by Chapter 
60, 10 George VI, as follows:— 

Order in Council P.C. 1112, approved March 25, 1947: providing for the 
continuing in force of the National Emergency Transitional Powers Act, 1945, 
to the 15th day of May, 1947.

7. Is Canada again purchasing mercury from Spain? 

8. What is the market price of mercury at the present time being paid to 
Spanish interests? 

9. Are the owners of the Pinchi Lake mine in Canada, now closed down, 
prepared to sell the accumulated stock at that price? 

10. What is the main peacetime use of mercury? 
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11. Is all the mercury now entering Canada from the United States pro- 
duced in the United States? 

12. If not, where is such mercury produced? 

13. Have any Canadians or Canadian corporations any interest in the 
Spanish cartel which sells mercury to Canada? 

14. How many men were customarily employed during the war at Pinchi 
Lake mine in the production of mercury? 


And also,—Return to an Order of the House of March 20, 1947, for a 
Return showing:—1. Did the government expropriate or purchase the area 
known as the “Reserve” at Meteghan Wharf, in the township of Clare, Nova 
Scotia?

4. Is the land still necessary for the purposes for which it was acquired, if 
not, will it be retained by the Crown and made available for the use of the 
previous owners or occupants?

“while recognizing that the said Bill deals with some matters such as Old 
Age Pensions and Veterans in the Civil Service which do not depend for con- 
stitutional validity on the existence of an emergency and some other matters 
which can only be dealt with by this Parliament on the basis of an existing or 
apprehended emergency; and while willing to support properly drafted legislation 
dealing with such matters: 


This House is unalterably opposed to the enactment of a measure to con- 
tinue indiscriminately the sweeping powers of the presently existing boards out- 
side the control of Parliament.” 
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RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: There is before the House a motion for the second reading 
of Bill 104, “An Act to provide for the Continuation of certain Orders and 
Regulations of the Governor in Council for a limited period during the National 
Emergency arising out of the War.” To this Mr. Fleming, Member for Eglinton 
moved: 


“That all the words after ‘That’ be deleted and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 

while recognizing that the said Bill deals with some matters such 
as old age pensions and veterans in the civil service which do not depend 
for constitutional validity on the existence of an emergency and some 
other matters which can only be dealt with by this Parliament on the 
basis of an existing or apprehended emergency; and while willing to 
support properly drafted legislation dealing with such matters; 

This House is unalterably opposed to the enactment of a measure to 
continue indiscriminately the sweeping powers of the presently existing 
boards outside the control of Parliament.” 


The first paragraph of this amendment is only a recognition in general 
terms of some matters dealt with in the bill; it purposes to place the House 
on record as recognizing that the bill deals with some matters and being pre- 
pared to support properly drafted legislation respecting such matters. The 
House can only make such recognition by voting partly for and partly against 
the bill, which is a meaningless proposition. ; 


As to the House’s readiness to support properly drafted legislation dealing 
with these matters, this is a question which will have to be submitted to the 
Committee on the bill. Questions of drafting provisions are dealt with in that 
place and not with the Speaker in the Chair. 


As to the last paragraph of the amendment which declares that ‘the House 
is unalterably opposed to the enactment of a measure to continue indiscrimin- 
ately the sweeping powers of the presently existing boards outside the control 
of parliament” it is merely asking that the House either approve or disapprove 
questions in indefinite terms. There is no doubt in my mind that proposals 
submitted for approval or disapproval must be set forth in expressed words, 
which can only be done in Committee on the bill. 


It happens that there are many orders and regulations included in this 
measure. There is a principle to each of them. Which of them should the 
House approve or disapprove is a matter which certainly is not covered by 
the amendment. 


On the 24th of April, 1934, the Speaker of the House rejected an amendment 
eens by the then Leader of the Opposition, which read as follows: 


“this House, while prepared to support legislation for assisting the 
orderly marketing of natural products, is unalterably opposed to the 
enactment of any compulsory measure which delegates to unnamed and 
undetermined individuals, groups or organizations, sweeping powers 
over the production and trade and commerce of the nation, and which 
confers upon a Minister of the Crown and upon the Governor in Council 
unprecedented authority and unusual powers to restrict production, and 
inter-provincial, inter-imperial and foreign trade as regards both exports 
and imports, as well as other autocratic powers.” 
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In giving his decision against this amendment the Honourable George Black, 
then Speaker of the House made the following statement: 

“The Right Hon. Mr. Mackenzie King in moving the amendment 
quoted paragraph 755 of Beauchesne’s Parliamentary Rules and Forms, 
which paragraph is published as a quotation from May, 13th Edition at 
Page 390, which is repeated by Bourinot at page 509: 


“Tt is also competent to a member who desires to place on record 
any special reasons for not agreeing to the second reading of a bill, 
to move as an amendment to the question, a resolution declaratory 
of some principle adverse to, or differing from the principles, policy 
or provisions of the Bill.’ 


“This rule is subject to certain limitations. If the Right Hon. 
Member had continued to quote from May, he would have found the 
following reference to an amendment to a motion for second reading 
of a Bill—Nor may such an amendment deal with the provisions of the 
Bill upon which it is moved, nor anticipate amendments thereto which 
may be moved in Committee,’ (May, 13th Edition, page 391), and the 
precedent cited in May in support of this, 188 Parliamentary Debates, 
4th series, Col, 76, ‘The Education (Scotland) Bill.’, as follows:— 


“Mr. Speaker: ‘I have to rule that the amendment standing in 
the name of the Honourable member for Glasgow and Aberdeen 
Universities to the effect that the House while welcoming educational 
legislation for Scotland regrets that the present measure does not 
propose change in the educational areas, which is urgently required 
in the interests of efficient administration—is not technically in order, 
because it does not challenge the principle of the Bill. The question 
raised can be decided by an amendment to the Bill itself. If the 
honourable member wants to object to the Second Reading, he should 
move that the Bill be read this day six months.’ 


An appeal was taken and a decision sustained by a vote of 103 to 52. This 
is a decision of the House itself which is equivalent to a Standing Order and 
must be adhered to. I therefore rule the amendment out of order.” 


From this decision Mr. Bracken appealed to the House. 


And the question being put: Shall the ruling of the Chair be sustained?—it

I wish to call the attention of the hon. member to citation 357 at page 139 
Beauchesne’s Third Edition, which reads as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker Sproule on the 13th February, 1913, decided that a 

proposed amendment which was substantially the same motion as the 

member had moved on the address in reply to the speech from the Throne, 
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was not in order because ‘a motion must not raise a question substantially 
identical with one on which the House has given a decision in the same 
session’ ”’. 

And I would also direct attention to the ruling given by the Hon. George 
Black, Speaker, on March 14, 1934, which is found at page 714 of the same 
edition, in these words: 

“A motion dealing with a question moved and rejected as an amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the speech from the Throne is out of order.” 


The hon. member will recall that on March 7, during this session, the hon. 

member for Rosetown-Biggar (Mr. Coldwell) moved the following amendment: 

“We respectfully submit, however, that in the opinion of this House 

Your Excellency’s advisers have shown a readiness to return to the policies 

of uncontrolled and unplanned private enterprise which resulted in the 
depression and unemployment of prewar years;” 


The first part of the amendment moved by the hon. member for Winnipeg 
North Centre is substantially the same as the amendment moved by the hon. 
member for Rosetown-Biggar and I have no hesitation in saying that the 
amendment is out of order. As far as the second part of the amendment moved 
by the hon member is concerned, I would call his attention. to May, 13th edition, 
page 391, where he will find the following:

3. Alfred Nelson Nickle (Divorce) 


The petitioner is a returned soldier who married in Europe. Papers had to 
be served in Europe and considerable difficulty was experienced in locating the 
respondent. The petitioner is now employed in Canada as a junior clerk and 
his financial means are limited. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Orders 92 and 93 (3) (a) and 
(c) be suspended and that the petition be received. 


4. The Canadian Council of the Girl Guides Association 


The petitioner is a body corporate under an Act of Parliament. Only 
recently it was realized that the Association was accumulating more real estate ° 
than authorized under the Act. It was decided to apply for an amending Act 
legalizing their powers in this regard, but it was then too late to file a petition 
within the time limit. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Orders 92 and 93 (3) (a) and 
(c) be suspended and that the petition be reveived. 


5. Gardner Hinkley Prescott (Divorce) 


The petitioner was unavoidably absent from the country for some weeks 
at the time proceedings were initiated, and returned to Canada too late to 
execute the documents involved before the time for filing petitions had expired. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 
that the petition be received. 


6. Joyce Kathleen Reynolds Swards (Divorce) 


The evidence in this case was not available until the month of March, 
1947. Proceedings were then started and the petition filed at the earliest possible 
date. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 
that the petition be received. 


7. Alexander Monteith (Divorce) 


The evidence in this case was obtained in England. The petitioner’s solicitor 
in England died in November, 1946, and another solicitor had to be obtained. 
The documents involved were forwarded overseas by Air Mail early in 1947, 
but were returned by ordinary mail. Hence the delay in filing the petition. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 
that the petition be received. 


8. Federation Insurance Company of Canada

It is provided in section (6) of Standing Order 68 that “the signatures of at 
least three petitioners shall be subscribed on the sheet containing the prayer of 
the petition” (the general allegations of the petition are concluded by what is 
usually called the “prayer” which is the parliamentary term by which the par- 
ticular object of the petitioner is expressed) ; and in section (7) that “every peti- 
tion so reported upon (by the Clerk of Petitions) which, according to the rules 
or practice of this House, can be received, shall then be deemed to be permitted 
to be read and received”. 

Authorities on Parliamentary procedure and practice, which are binding on 
the House under Standing Order 68, are unanimous in declaring: (1) That all 
petitions should commence with the superscription: “To the Honourable the 
House of Commons in Parliament assembled’; (2) That the conclusion should 
be the prayer, without which no petition is in order. 
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Referring to the documents under consideration, His Honour the Speaker 
stated in the House, on May 5, that “the House is not seized of a petition 
addressed to the members without mentioning the words ‘in parliament assem- 
bled’”; and that “when petitions are not properly palneseed) the Clerk of Peti- 
tions reports that, they cannot be received”. 


This practice is confirmed by a ruling of the Honourable Speaker Edgar N. 
Rhodes on June 13, 1917, dealing with “the precise form in which petitions 
should be drawn”, and quoted, in part, as follows: 


While it does not seem to me essential that petitions should use exact 
or uniform words, it would appear that the practice has invariably been to 
require substantial adherence to a form which has long been recognized. 

Bourinot, 4th edition, at page 234, lays down the rule and provides the 
precedent which should be followed, the first requisite being that every 
petition should commence with the superscription: “To the Honourable the 
House of Commons in Parliament assembled.” Thus properly addressed, 
and the subject matter of the petition being in order, it would still be 
irregular to receive such a document without a prayer. The practice in 
the British House of Commons would appear to be substantially the 
same. May, 11th edition, at page 525, says: “Without a prayer, a document 
will not be taken as a petition; and a paper, assuming the style of a 
declaration, an address of thanks, or a remonstrance only, without a 
proper form of prayer, will not be received.” 


As the guardian of the observance of the rules of procedure, your Com- 
mittee has no alternative but to report that the documents in question, purport- 
ing to be petitions, are not drawn in accordance with our rules of practice, nor 
are they’properly addressed, and therefore, should not be received. 


There is no doubt that the object of those who signed these documents was 
to register, by anticipation, their objections to being removed from their present 
constituency. Your Committee feels that their object will have been attained if 
the said documents are transmitted to the Special Committee on Redistribution as 
exhibits to be taken into account by the said Committee; and your Committee 
so recommends,

If not, is the Dominion Government aware of such work being done by 
the Government of the Province of Ontario? 


4. If so, in what year did the Ontario Government proceed with this work? 


5. Is the Dominion Government aware of damage to estates bordering on 
Lake St. Louis, since 1940? 


6. Have the riparian owners on Lake St. Louis complained of the succession 
of floods caused by the flood waters of this lake? 


7. Has the government been informed of the Marquette Drive being con- 
siderably damaged this year? 


8. If so, what steps are being taken by the government to correct the 
situation?

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SPECIAL WAR REVENUE ACT

Mr. Power, from the Special Committee appointed to consider Bill No. 18, 
An Act to readjust the representation in the House of Commons, presented the 
Second Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee has considered the said Bill and has agreed to report 
same with amendments to clauses 2, 4 and 7 thereof. 


Your Committee, in conformity with instructions contained in the Order of 
Reference on Monday, February 24, 1947, has prepared and agreed upon the 
description of the several electoral divisions entitled to return Members to the 
House of Commons which are set forth in the schedules appended to the said 
Bill, in respect of the provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Prince Edward Island, Manitoba, British Columbia, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the Yukon Territory and District of Mackenzie of the Northwest Territories. 


The report of your Committee is wnanimous in so far as the same relates 
to the amendments to clauses 4 and 7 of the said Bill and the schedules as related 
to New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
report, although not unanimous as to clause 2 of the said Bill and the schedules 
of the other provinces, and the Yukon Territory and District of Mackenzie of 
the Northwest Territories, represents a very substantial measure of agreement 
with respect thereto. 


The Bill as amended has been reprinted to which schedules have been 
appended. 
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Mr. Power, from the Special Committee appointed to consider Bill No. 18, 
An Act to readjust the representation in the House of Commons, presented 
the Third Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


During the consideration of Bill No. 18, your Committee received repre- 
sentations tending to show that the inaccessibility of certain sections of the 
larger constituencies constitutes a serious obstacle to Members of the House 
in the proper discharge of their duties. 


Your Committee, therefore, respectfully recommends that the House and 
the Government give consideration te making available means of transportation 
whereby a closer contact between Members and those whom they represent may 
be assured and that the relevant Statutes be amended accordingly. 


Mr. MacKinnon, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, laid before the 
House,—Annual Report and Financial Statements of the Export Credits Insur- 
ance Corporation for the nine months ended December 31, 1946. 


On motion of Mr. Maybank it was ordered—That the petitions of Thelma

Mr. Gibson (Hamilton West), a Member of the King’s Privy Council,

INCOME WAR TAX ACT 


Resolved, that it is expedient to amend the Income War Tax Act and to 
provide: 


1. That, effective on and after July 1, 1947, payroll deductions for taxes be 
reduced to conform with the following schedule of graduated rates of tax:— 


On the first $100 of income or any portion thereof, 10 per cent per annum; or 

$10 upon the income of $100; and 12 per cent upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds $100 and does not exceed $200; or 

$22 upon the income of $200; and 14 per cent upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds $200 and does not exceed $300; or 

$36 upon the income of $300; and 16 per cent upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds $300 and does-not exceed $400; or 

$52 upon the income of $400; and 18 per cent upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds $400 and does not exceed $500; or: 

$70 upon the income of $500; and 20 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $500 and does not exceed $3,500; or 

$670 upon the income of $3,500; and 22 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $3,500 and does. not exceed $5,000; or 

$1,000 upon the income of $5,000; and 26 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $5,000 and does not exceed $6,500; or 

$1,390 upon the income of $6,500; and 30 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $6,500 and does not exceed $8,500; or 

$1,990 upon the income of $8,500; and 35 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $8,500 and does not exceed $11,500; or 

$3,040 upon the income of $11,500; and 40 per cent upon the amount by which 
the income exceeds $11,500 and does not exceed $14,000; or 

$4,040 upon the income of $14,000; and 45 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income éxceeds $14,000 and does not exceed $17,000; or 

$5,390 upon the income of $17,000; and 50 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $17,000 and does not exceed $25,000; or 

$9,390 upon the income of $25,000; and 55 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $25,000 and does not exceed $50,000; or 
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$23,140 upon the income of $50,000; and 60 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $50,000 and does not exceed $75,000; or 

$38,140 upon the income of $75,000; and 65 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $75,000 and does not exceed $100,000; or 

$54,390 upon the income of $100,000; and 70 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $100,000 and does not exceed $150,000; or 

$89,390 upon the income of $150,000; and 75 per cent upon the amount by. 
which the income exceeds $150,000 and does not exceed $250,000; or 

$164,390 upon the income of $250,000; and 80 per cent upon the amount by 
which the income exceeds $250,000. 


2. That for the 1948 and subsequent taxation years the graduated rates of 
tax applicable to income of individuals be the rates set out in paragraph one. 


3. That for the 1947 taxation year the graduated rates of tax applicable 
to income of individuals be the average of the present rates and of the rates set 
out in paragraph one. 


4. That for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years the deductions from 
income of an individual allowed in respect of persons supported by or dependent 
on him be allowed without regard to the country of residence of such persons. 


5. That the provisions allowing deductions from tax to taxpayers engaged in 
(a) exploring and drilling for natural gas or oil. 


(b) the production, refining or marketing of petroleum or petroleum 
products, or 

(c) mining or exploring for minerals, 
the effect of which is equivalent to a deduction from income of the whole of cer- 
tain expenses in respect of 1947 operations, be amended to provide that such 
expenses in respect of 1948 operations may be deducted from income and that, 
in the case of such expenses in respect of 1948 operations in respect of deep test 
oil wells an additional deduction from tax be allowed of an amount that, together 
with the deductions from income, will correspond to the deduction from tax 
allowed in respect of 1947 operations and that the amended provisions relating 
to expenditures on deep test oil wells apply in respect of the 1947 and 1948 


taxation years to expenditures on groups of wells drilled to locate stratigraphic 
traps. 


6. That there be imposed an income tax of 5 per cent on a non-resident 
corporation in respect of dividends received by it on or after April 30, 1947, 
from a resident corporation where all the issued shares of the resident corpora- 
tion having full voting rights under all circumstances, other than directors’ 
qualifying shares, are beneficially owned by the non-resident corporation. 


7. That, where a resident corporation owns over 50 per cent of the issued 
shares having full voting rights under all circumstances of a non-resident cor- 
poration and receives dividends (other than dividends that are not liable to 
taxation) from the non-resident corporation, the resident corporation may deduct 
from the tax otherwise payable by it for the 1947 and subsequent taxation years 
an amount in respect of income tax and excess profits tax paid to a Government 
of a country other than Canada on the income out of which the dividends are 
deemed to have been paid. . 


8. That the period during which refunds may be made in respect of amounts 
deducted for tax at source from salaries or wages be extended and that where the 
period for refunds in respect of deductions heretofore made has expired, such 
refunds be permitted for a further prescribed period. 
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9. That funding securities received on or after January 1, 1947, in respect 
of an accrued right to interest, dividends or other payments of an income nature 
and premiums received on or after May 31, 1947, on redemption of shares by a 
corporation, be taxable as income. 


10. That the provisions respecting the taxation of private companies in 
respect of undistributed income be extended to include companies having not 
more than 75 shareholders excluding shareholders employed or formerly employed 
by the company, as at present. 


11. That the provisions making applicable in respect of income of the 1946 
and subsequent taxation years the liability of a private company to pay tax upon 
undistributed income to which a personal corporation, estate or trust would have 
been entitled if the income were distributed, be amended to provide that the 
liability is to be deemed to have been imposed on and after December 18, 1945. 


12. That there be deducted from the undistributed income of a private com- 
pany on hand at the end of the 1939 fiscal period, the amount of dividends paid 
by the company before December 31, 1942, that were not subject to tax in the 
hands of the shareholders by reason of the company having been a family 
corporation. 


13. That a tax be imposed on an individual who holds shares of a private 
company that paid tax on undistributed income in accordance with section 96 
of the Act, which shares were held on December 31, 1944, by a corporation or 
other shareholder who would not have been liable to tax in respect of dividends 
on the shares so that the private company was not required to pay tax on the 
respective portion of undistributed income, such tax to be payable in respect of 
dividends paid to the individual out of the said respective portion of undistributed 
income, at the following rates:— 

(a) where the shares were acquired by the individual in the years 1945 and 
1946—at a rate of 15 per cent; and 

(b) where the shares were acquired by the individual on or after January

Unexpected delays encountered in organizing the proposed Company made 
it impossible to present the petition on time. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 
that the petition be received. 


4. Marion Mapes Harvey Allinson (Divorce) 

This petition was filed late through an oversight of the solicitor. The 
petitioner is unemployed and lives with her parents. 

Your Committee recommends that Standing Orders 92 and 93 (3) (a) and 
(c) be suspended and that the petition be received. 


5. Thelma Lillian Dalton Hilger alias Goernert (Divorce) 

Through an oversight of the solicitor and without the knowledge of the 
petitioner, the time for presenting petitions in this House had elapsed when the 
said petition was filed. The petitioner has two children and works part time 


only for small earnings. 
Your Committee recommends that Standing Orders 92 and 93 (3) (a) and

Your Committee recommends that Standing Orders 92 and 93 (3) (a) and

7. Christos C. Koukouvelis (Divorce) 
The respondent in this case left her husband several years ago and remarried. 
She was located only on March 20, 1947, living in the United States under another 


name. 
Your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 


that the petition be received. 


8. The Canada Permanent Trust Company + 
At the time this Company decided to ask for an increase in their capital 
stock it was understood that a bill would be submitted to Parliament this 
session, including provisions that would enable trust companies to apply for 
increases in capital otherwise than by a Private Act. Following discussions 
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between trust companies and the Superintendent of Insurance it was thought 
advisable to proceed with an application for a private bill.

Mr. Mutch, from the Special Committee on Canteen Funds, presented the 
Second and Final Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


By Order of the House dated Wednesday, February 26, 1947, your Com- 
mittee was instructed to: 


enquire into and report upon the control and disposition of canteen funds 
accumulated during the war which commenced on the 10th of September, 
1939, out of profits arising from army messes, canteens and other services 
operated by or for the benefit of army personnel, as well as moneys 
derived by units through the sale of refuse, or other moneys received 
for the benefit of personnel of the Canadian Army, and to recommend 
to the House appropriate legislation to implement such recommendations 
as the Committee may make. 


The Committee has held ten meetings and has heard evidence from the 
Associate Deputy Minister, the President of the Regimental Funds Board and 
other officers of the Department of National Defence as to available army 
canteen funds. Representations have been received from organized veteran 
bodies as to the disposition and administration of these funds, and advice has 
been sought from officers of the Department of Veterans Affairs and from those 
charged with the responsibility of administering other similar funds. 

In this connection the Committee is gratified to be able to report that, 
probably for the first time since the termination of World War I, all veteran 
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organizations of national scope in Canada have collaborated in the preparation 
of a joint brief and have been unanimous in their recommendations. 


After careful consideration of the evidence and of the recommendations 
contained in the report of the Special Committee on Canteen Funds dated 
July 22, 1942, your Committee has prepared a draft bill embodying its 
conclusions respecting army canteen funds. A copy of this draft, intituled: 
“An Act Respecting Army Canteen Benevolent Funds of World War II,” is 
attached hereto, and your Committee recommends that the Government consider 
the advisability of introducing such a bill. 


Your Committee has also given careful consideration to representations 
made to it by the principal veteran organizations respecting the appointment 
of a committee to co-ordinate the policies of the Canadian Naval Service 
Benevolent Trust Fund, the Army Benevolent Fund Board and the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force Benevolent Fund, and recommends that the Government intro- 
duce legislation authorizing the appointment by the Governor in Council of 
a committee to be composed of members representative of the Benevolent Funds 
of the three armed forces, of the Canadian Legion of the British Empire Service 
League and of the National Council of Veteran Associations in Canada, the 
said committee to act as a liaison between the three Funds and to effect, as far 
as may be practicable, a uniform policy in the granting of assistance to 
veterans and their dependents. 


The Committee wishes to express its gratitude to the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, to the Canadian Red Cross Society and to the Canadian 
Council of Social Agencies for their very generous offers of assistance in the 
administration of the Fund, and would commend their good offices to any 
board or committee which may be constituted. 


The Committee also wishes to record its appreciation of the invaluable 
assistance and advice received from Mr. W. 8. Woods, C.M.G., Deputy Minister 
of Veterans Affairs, Mr. Alex Ross, Associate Deputy Minister of National 
Defence, and officers of their respective departments; from His Honour, Judge 
Alexander Ross, who, during World War II, served as President of Canadian 
Legion War Services Incorporated, and who has had a wide experience in the 
solution of veterans’ problems, Major Alex C. Lewis, K.C., Secretary- 
Treasurer, Board of Trustees, Ontario Canteen Funds; Admiral Perey W. Nelles, 
C.B., LL.D., R.C.N. (Retired), President, Canadian Naval Services Benevolent 
Trust Fund, and Mr. J. L. Apedaile, O.B.E., C.A., Manager, Royal Canadian 
Air Force Benevolent Fund.

DRAFT BILL 


An Act Respecting ARMy CANTEEN BENEVOLENT FuNpDs or Wortp War II 


His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as folows:— 


1, This Act may be cited as the Army Benevolent Fund Act, 1947. 
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2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise required: — 


(a) “Board” means the Army Benevolent Fund Board established pursuant 
to section four of this Act; 


(b) “Fund” means the Army Benevolent Fund set up pursuant to section 
three of this Act; 


(c) “Minister” means the Minister of Veterans Affairs; 


(d) ‘‘veteran” means a person who was on active service in the military 
forces of Canada during World War II and 


(e) “World War II” means the war that commenced in September, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-nine. 


3. (1) There shall be set up in the Consolidated Revenue Fund a special 
account called the Army Benevolent Fund. 


(2) There shall be credited to the Fund all amounts now credited to the 
following accounts in the Consolidated Revenue Fund, 


(a) the account known as The Central Trust Fund of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force Canteens and continued pursuant to an Order of the 
Governor in Council dated the eighteenth day of September nineteen 
hundred and forty-six (P.C. 68/3910); and 


(b) the account known as The Canadian Army Benefit Fund as con- 
stituted pursuant to an Order of the Governor in Council dated the 
twenty-seventh day of April, nineteen hundred and forty-four (P.C. 
75/3088) and the said accounts shall thereupon be cancelled. 


(3) There shall be credited to the fund the sum of $285,161.55 received in 
respect of the sale of “Kitchen By-Products Overseas” and deposited to the 
credit of the Receiver General pursuant to Regulation sixty-nine of the “Rules 
for the Management of Messes and Canteens, Canadian Army, 1942” 


(4) The following shall be paid or transferred to the Receiver General of 
Canada and credited to the Fund 


(a) all moneys and securities now held by, in the name of, or on account of 
The President, Regimental Funds’ Board, Department of National 
Defence, including, without restricting the generality of the foregoing, 
all moneys and securities paid or transferred to him in respect of regi- . 
mental, mess, canteen or other unit funds of Canadian Army active 
units that have been disbanded except such moneys as are required to 
discharge liabilities chargeable against such funds and as are required 
to repay to units and formations of the Canadian Army Reserve Force, 
or units of the pre-war Permanent Force, loans or gifts made by them 
or their non-permanent active militia counterparts to units or formations 
placed on active service. 

(b) all moneys that, under an Order made by the Governor in Council on 
September eighteenth, nineteen hundred and forty-six (P.C. 68/3910) 
were required to be deposited with the Receiver General of Canada by 
certain auxiliary service organizations to be held as trust moneys in 
“The Central Trust Fund of the Army, Navy and Air Force Canteens” 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, all profits 
that the Young Men’s Christian Association, the Salvation Army, the 
Knights of Columbus, the Canadian Legion War Services Inc, and the 
Young Women’s Christian Association were, by agreement with His 
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Majesty, required to pay for the benefit of members and ex-members 
of the armed forces; except an amount sufficient to discharge liabilities 
chargeable against such profits. 

(c) all moneys and securities that by military Orders, Rules or Regulations 
are required to be paid to the President, Regimental Funds’ Board, 
Department of National Defence as or in respect of regimental, mess, 
canteen or other unit funds upon a Canadian Army active unit being 
disbanded ; 

(d) all moneys received from Navy, Army and Air Force Institutes of the 
United Kingdom in respect of the distribution of profits from their 
operations during World War IT; 

(e) all moneys received from the Government of the United Kingdom in 
respect of the distribution of profits from the operation of troopships’ 
canteens during World War IJ; and 

(f) any money designated by the Governor in Council for the purpose of this 
Act as having been received in respect of the profits from the operation 
of messes, canteens or other activities, the profits of which should be 
used for the benefit of veterans. 


(5) All moneys and securities required by this section to be paid or trans- 
ferred to the Receiver General of Canada are hereby declared to be and to have 
been the property of His Majesty in right of Canada and may be recovered by 
action on behalf of His Majesty in the Exchequer Court of Canada. 


(6) Where Dominion of Canada Bonds or other securities are transferred 
to the Receiver General of Canada under this section, they shall be held for the 
account of the Fund until maturity or until the Board directs that they be sold. 


(7) The Fund shall be credited with interest at the rate of two and one-half 
per centum per annum, semi-annually on the minimum monthly balances to the 
credit of the Fund. 


(8) All amounts credited to the Fund shall be deemed to have been received 
by His Majesty in trust for the purposes of this Act. 


4. (1) There shall be a Board to be called “The Army Benevolent Fund 
Board” consisting of five members appointed by the Governor in Council of 
whom one shall have been nominated by the Canadian Legion of the British 
Empire Service League and one by the National Council of Veterans Associations 
in Canada. No member of the Board shall hold or occupy a position in the 
public service of Canada. 


(2) The members of the Board shall be appointed for a term of four years: 
Provided that of the members first appointed one shall be appointed for a term 
of six years, two for a term of four years each and two for a term of two years 
each. 


(3) A member is, upon the expiration of his term of office, eligible for 
re-appointment. 


(4) Upon a vacancy in the membership of the Board occurring by reason of 
the expiration of the term of office of a member or otherwise, a new member 
shall be appointed in the same manner as the member previously holding that 
office. 


(5) One member of the Board shall be designated by the Governor in Council 
as Chairman. 


(6) Three members are a quorum, 


(7) Each member has one vote and if, in any case, the number of votes 
is equal, the Chairman has an additional vote. 
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(8) The head office of the Board shall be in the City of Ottawa. 
(9) The Governor in Council may remove a member of the Board for cause. 


(10) The Board is not an agent of His Majesty and its officers and employees 
are not part of the public service. 


5. (1) The Board shall constitute a committee for each province, one for 
the United Kingdom and one for the United States; and it may constitute a com- 
mittee for the Yukon Territory and a committee for the Mackenzie River District 
of the Northwest Territories. 


(2) Each committee shall consist of three members, one of whom shall be 
appointed by the Board and shall be the Chairman of the committee and two of 
whom shall be appointed, after consultation with veterans organizations, by the 
Chairman of the committee with the approval of the Board. 


(3) Each member of a committee shall be appointed for a term of four 
years and be eligible for re-appointment. 


(4) Upon a vacancy in the membership of a committee occurring by reason 
of the expiration of the term of office of a member or otherwise, a new member 
shall be appointed in the same manner as the member previously holding that 
office. 


6. (1) The Board may, upon the recommendation of a committee, con- 
stitute one or more sub-committees to function within a prescribed area. 


(2) A sub-committee shall consist of such number of members appointed 
for such periods of time as shall be determined by the Board. 


(3) One member of each sub-committee shall be appointed by the com- 
mittee and shall be Chairman of the sub-committee and the other members of the 
sub-committee shall be appointed by the Chairman thereof. 


(4) Upon a vacancy in the membership of a sub-committee occurring by 
reason of the expiration of the term of office of a member or otherwise, a new 
member shall be appointed in the same manner as the member previously holding 
that office. 


7. Members of the Board and committees shall serve without salary or other 
remuneration but a member may, in the discretion of the Board, be paid a per 
diem allowance in the amount to be fixed by the Board for days while in 
attendance at meetings of the Board or committee and while travelling from or 
returning to his place of residence and his actual travelling expenses while 
travelling in the performance of his duties under this Act. 


8. (1) The Board shall appoint a veteran as secretary to the Board at an 
annual salary not exceeding six thousand five hundred dollars and may appoint 
such other officers and employees on such terms and conditions as it deems 
expedient: Provided that where there is available a qualified veteran to fill any 
position preference in appointment shall be given such veteran. 


(2) The Board may incur such expenses as it considers necessary for carry- 
ing out this Act; and expenses, including salaries, shall be paid out of the Fund. 


9. (1) There shall be paid out of the Fund to or for the benefit of veterans 
or their dependents or the widows or children of deceased veterans such amounts 
as the Board may from time to time determine. 
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(2) The Board shall be governed by the following principles, 


(a) plans shall be formulated on the assumption that there will be prospec- 
tive beneficiaries for fifty years from the establishment of the Fund; 


(6) no grant is to be made by way of relief of want from the Fund where 
adequate relief is, at the time of. the application, available from 
Dominion, Provincial or municipal governmental sources; 


(c) where grants are made to assist in the education of dependents of 
veterans or of children of deceased veterans, bursaries shall be granted 
contingent or continued need and satisfactory progress and not as com- 
petitive scholarships based on academic standing; and 


(d) amounts paid out of the Fund are not recoverable, unless obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation, 


10. (1) A committee or sub-committee established under this Act shall, 
under the general control and supervision of the Board, receive and investigate 
applications for assistance and approve or refuse them. 


(2) Where a committee approves an application for assistance not exceeding 
three hundred dollars, it may grant the assistance without reference to the Board 
and for this purpose accountable advances may be made to the committee out 
of the Fund in such amounts and in such manner as the Board may direct. 


(3) Where a sub-committee approves an application for assistance not 
exceeding fifty dollars, it may grant the assistance without reference to the 
Board or committee and for this purpose accountable advances may be made 
to the sub-committee out of the Fund in such amounts and in such manner as the 
Board may direct. 


11. (1) The Auditor General shall examine, annually, the accounts of the 
Board and shall examine accounts of committees quarterly. 


(2) The reports of the Auditor General shall be submitted to the Board. 


12. (1) The Board may make regulations prescribing the manner in which 
its business or the business of a committee or a sub-committee shall be carried 
on and generally for carrying out this Act. 


(2) Regulations shall, when made, be published in the Canada Gazette and 
a copy thereof forwarded to the Minister who shall lay the same before Parlia- 
ment forthwith if Parliament is in Session or within fifteen days of the com- 
mencement of the next session of Parliament. 


13. The Board shall, as soon as practicable after the thirty-first day of 
March in each year, and in any event, within three months thereof, prepare and 
submit to the Minister an annual report of its affairs and operations during the 
twelve month period ending on that day; and the Minister shall forthwith lay 
the report before Parliament if Parliament is in session or within fifteen days 
of the commencement of the next session of Parliament.

Pursuant to an order of reference of the House dated March 26, your 
Committee has considered the First Report of the Atomic Energy Commission 
to the Security Council of the United Nations dated December 30, 1946, at Lake 
Success, New York. 


This report contains five headings: 

(a) Proceedings. 

(b) Findings. 

(c) Recommendations. 

(d) First report on scientific and technical aspects of the problem of 
control. 

(e) First report on safeguards required to ensure the use of atomic 
energy only for peaceful purposes. 


Your Committee has heard General A. G. L. McNaughton on the substance 
of this report and the evidence taken is contained in the appended printed 
minutes of proceedings and evidence, viz:—No. 9. 

Your Committee is aware of the interim nature of this Report, and is in 
general agreement with the attitude adopted by the Canadian delegation in the 
negotiations in the Atomic Energy Commission to date. 

Your Committee has noted that on completion of the Commission’s work a 

draft treaty will be available for submission to Parliament for its consideration 
and approval. 

Your Committee recommends that the House take cognizance of the interim 
nature of the First Report of the Atomic Energy Commission to the Security 
Council and consider that it is of the utmost importance to Canada and to every 
other nation to reach an early agreement on the international control of atomic 
energy to the extent necessary to exercise its use only for peaceful purposes. 
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Mr. Bradette, from the Standing Committee on External Affairs, presented 
the Sixth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Complying with an order of the House dated March 31, 1947, your Com- 
mittee has considered the Report on the Second Part of the First Session of the 
General Assembly of the United Nations held in New York from October 23 to 
December 15, 1946. 

Three meetings of your Committee have been devoted to the subject matter, 
and Mr. Escott Reid of the Department of External Affairs was heard in relation 
thereto. 

Your Committee appreciates that the report in question was drafted by the 
Department of External Affairs to inform Parliament and the people of Canada 
respecting the activities of the United Nations, and to indicate the problems which 
our country faces in the fulfilment of its obligations to the United Nations. 
The attitude taken by the Canadian delegation at the General Assembly is 
noted with satisfaction. 

At their own expense, some of the members of your Committee attended the 
Special Session of the General Assembly of the United Nations held in April of 
this year, and thereby familiarized themselves with the proceedings. It was 
the privilege of these members to meet some of the delegates. Your Committee 
was favoured by a recital of the views and impressions gained by this unofficial 
visit. 

It is recommended that the Government consider the advisability of pro- 
viding every available means for publicizing to the people of Canada, and par- 
ticularly to young Canadian citizens, the said Report on the Second Part of the 
First Session of the General Assembly. In this regard, it would seem to be 
desirable that schools, colleges, universities and libraries be provided with copies, 
free of charge.

PRAYERS. 


Two petitions were laid on the Table. 


Mr. Isnor, from the Standing Committee on Public Accounts, presented 
the Fourth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


_ Your Committee held its first meeting on Monday, April 28, 1947, and 
this report covers the first eleven meetings, the last of which was held on 
Tuesday, May 27. 


A steering committee, composed of the Chairman, the Vice-Chairman and 
Messrs. Burton, Fleming, Gibson (Comox-Alberni), Marshall and Stuart (Char- 
lotte), was appointed to consider procedure and agenda, and its recommendations 
were approved by the main committee. 

The first four meetings of the Committee were devoted to consideration of 
Bill No. 22, An Act to continue the Revised Regulations respecting Trading 
with the Enemy (1943). This Bill was reported to the House with amend- 
ot on May 6, 1947, and passed the House without further amendment on 

ay 9. 

The next seven meetings were devoted to a review of the general administra- 
tion and liquidation of real property in British Columbia owned by Japanese 
evacuees. With a view to obtaining as complete a picture as possible of the 
Custodian’s activities in this respect, the Committee heard evidence from the 
Hon. C. W. Gibson, Secretary of State and Custodian of Enemy Property, Dr. 
E. H. Coleman, C.M.G., K.C., Deputy Custodian, Mr. F. G. Shears, Director, 
Vancouver Office, and Mr. K. W. Wright, Counsel; from Mr. Gordon Murchison, 
Director, Soldier Settlement and Veterans’ Land Act; from Mrs. Hugh 
MacMillan, Secretary, and Mr. F. Andrew Brewin, Counsel, The Cooperative 
Committee on Japanese Canadians, and from Mr. George T'anaka, Chairman, 
Japanese Canadian Committee for Democracy. 
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During these meetings, your Committee’s enquiry was confined to a study 
of the Custodian’s administration of the property of persons of the Japanese 
race as it applies to the West Coast, and more particularly to the area, known 
as the protected area, extending north several hundred miles from the United 
States Boundary and inland to the Cascade Mountains, and including Vancouver 
Island, the Queen Charlotte Islands and the group of small islands known as 
the Gulf Islands. The affairs of approximately 22,000 Japanese were involved, 
including the ownership of 1,700 parcels of real property as well as businesses, 
stock, equipment and houshold effects. : 


It is interesting to note that on December 10, 1941, three days after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbour that brought the United States into the war, 
the Custodian opened an office in Vancouver. 


Evacuation of persons of the Japanese race from the protected area com- 
menced in March, 1942, and continued until October of that year. In the 
period between December 7, 1941, and March 27, 1942, the date of Order in 
Council P.C. 1665 vesting control of their property in the Custodian many 
Japanese disposed of property at prices which were probably considerably 
below the market value. Immediately upon assuming control, the Custodian 
commenced a voluntary registration of all Japanese property, real and personal. 
A printed form (Form “J.P.” a copy of which is appended) was mailed to 
every Japanese evacuee with the request that it be completed and returned to 
the Custodian. 

Great difficulty was experienced by the Custodian in identifying the per- 
sonal property, such as chattels and personal effects, of these 22,000 Japanese 
and, undoubtedly, some confusion resulted. The reasons for this confusion were 
explained in evidence to your Committee. 

The procedure followed in respect to the listing of personal property and 
its transportation from owners’ homes to storage and subsequent disposal was 
fully explained by the witnesses. 

Some of the household effects and other chattels were advertised in the 
press and sold at public auction. From the evidence produced, there is no 
doubt that a certain amount of theft and vandalism took place both before 
control was vested in the Custodian and during the period of his administration. 


Subsequent to the passage of the Order in Council establishing a protected 
area, two advisory committees were appointed: one under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Justice Sidney Smith, associated with Alderman Charles Jones of Van- 
couver and a Japanese representative; the other under the chairmanship of the 
late Judge David Whiteside, assisted by Mayor Mott, of New Westminster, 
Mr. D. A. Mackenzie, Mr. Harold Menzies and a Japanese representative. 
The Japanese representatives on the two committees resigned on being evacuated. 
Every negotiation for the sale of real estate was considered and reported upon 
by the committee over which Judge Whiteside presided. 

Most of the discussion in your Committee centred around the sale of 741 
farm properties by the Custodian to the Director, The Veterans’ Land Act for 
the sum of $836,250. 

A summary of the cash which has been collected by the Custodian on behalf 
of Japanese evacuees, covering not only real estate but fishing vessels, fishing 
gear, cars and trucks, farm equipment, household effects and sundries, totals 
$5, 373,317.64. 

In view of the evidence adduced and in order that more information may 
be obtained as to the desirabiliy of adjusting any apparent discrimination or 
loss which may have resulted from the taking over or sale of property of any 
kind, your Committee recommends that a commission be appointed under the 
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provisions of the Inquiries Act to inquire into and report upon the claim of 
any person of the Japanese race now resident in Canada for alleged loss which 
resulted from the amount received by him being less than the fair market value 
of his property at time of sale or loss.

Mr. Speaker informed the House,—That the Clerk had laid on the Table 
the Thirty-fourth Report of the Examiner of Petitions for Private Bills which

General for a copy of the agreement made between the Federal District Com- 
mission and the Ottawa Electric Railway Company in 1929, dealing with the 
exclusive right to operate motor buses and similar motor vehicles, including 
sightseeing buses for hire on the driveways of the Commission; 


Also for a copy of By-law No. 16 of the said Commission passed in 1929 
concerning the granting of exclusive rights for the operation of motor vehicles 
for hire; 


Also for a copy of any or all Orders in Council validating or confirming the 
said agreement and by-law.

After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 


Mr. Mitchell moved,—Resolved, That it is expedient that the Houses of 
Parliament do approve the Instrument adopted at Montreal on October 9, 1946, 
for the Amendment of the Constitution of the International Labour Organiza- 
tion, and that this House do approve the same. 


And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


Mr. Abbott moved,—That the House do go into Committee of the Whole 
at the next sitting of the House, to consider the following proposed Resolution :— 

That it is expedient to present a bill to amend the Civil Service Superannua- 
tion Act by providing a new and extended definition of civil servant and civil 
service; changing the age of retirement; amending the conditions upon which 
contributions may be made to the Superannuation Fund and benefits paid there- 
from; and by a comprehensive addition to the Act covering temporary employees 
in the service. 

Whereupon, Mr. Abbott, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House, That His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed 
bi the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends it to the 

ouse. 

Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, at the next 
sitting of the House, to consider the said proposed Resolution.

with hhis business between the date of assent to the Bill and the date of 
proclamation of the Act.

Under date of March 24, 1947, your Committee was appointed to study 
the several amendments to The Dominion Elections Act, 1938, and amend- 
ments thereto, suggested by the Chief Electoral Officer, to study the said Act, 
to suggest to the House such amendments as the Committee may deem advis- 
able and report from time to time, with power to send for persons, papers and 
records and to print the proceedings. 


The Committee held its first sitting on the 4th day after its appointment 
and since that date it has held nineteen sittings and heard five witnesses. 


Pursuant to its Order of Reference your Committee hds examined the 
several amendments to The Dominion Elections Act, 1938, and amendments 
thereto, suggested by the Chief Electoral Officer and has made a thorough 
study of the said Act which gave rise to several other proposed amendments. 


Your Committee has prepared a draft bill embodying its recommendations 
which were agreed to. The draft bill is attached to the present report.

An Act to amend The Dominion Elections Act, 19388. 


IS Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows :— 


1. (1) Section two of The Dominion Elections Act, 1938, 
chapter forty-six of the statutes of 1938, is amended by 
adding thereto immediately after subsection twelve thereof, 
the following subsection: 

“fishermen.”] ‘‘(12A) ‘fishermen’ means and includes all persons who 
are engaged or employed on inland, coastal, or deep-sea 
waters, on salary or wages, or on shares in association 
with others, or on their own behalf, in the process of 
fishing as an industry, including sealing and whaling.” 

(2) Subsection fourteen of the said section two is repealed 
and the following substituted therefor :— 

“hours ofthe ““(14) ‘hours of the day’ and all other references to 

oe time appearing in this Act relate to standard time;”’ 

(3) Clause (d) of subsection fifteen of the said section 
two is repealed and the following substituted therefor :— 

“(d) in relation to the electoral district of Yukon- 

Mackenzie River the judge exercising from time to 
time the jurisdiction of the judge of the Territorial 
court of the Yukon Territory, and”’ 

(4) Subsection thirty-one of the said section two is 
repealed and the following substituted therefor :— 

“province.” ‘“‘(31) ‘province’ means any province in the Dominion 
of Canada and includes the electoral district of Yukon- 
Mackenzie River;” 


2. Subsection one of section four of the said Act is repealed 
and the following substituted therefor :— 
Tenure of ‘4. (1) The Chief Electoral Officer shall hold office on the 


office, salary, same tenure as, be removable only for cause and in the 
ee same manner as, and be entitled to superannuation on the 
Electoral Same conditions as, a Judge of the Supreme Court of Canada. 


Officer. 
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He shall rank as and have all the powers of a deputy head 
of a department, communicate with the Governor in Council 
through the Secretary of State of Canada, devote himself 
exclusively to the performance of the duties of his office 
and be paid a salary of ten thousand dollars per annum.” 


3. Section six of the said Act is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor :— 

““@. (1) The permanent staff of the Chief Electoral Officer 
shall consist of an officer known as the Assistant Chief 
Electoral Officer appointed by the Governor in Council 
and such other officers, clerks, and employees, as may be 
appointed from time to time by the Governor in Council 
all of whom may be contributors under and entitled to 
all the benefits of the Civil Service Superannuation Act. 

(2) The Chief Electoral Officer shall from time to time 
select and appoint such temporary employees as he may 
require for the proper performance of the duties of his 
office. The rate of remuneration to be paid to such tem- 
porary employees shall be determined by the Governor in 
Council. All such temporary employees shall be dis- 
charged forthwith upon completion of the business of the 
election for or during which they respectively were engaged. 

(3) In the classification of the Civil Service of Canada, 
the rank of the permanent employees in the office of the 
Chief Electoral Officer shall be determined by the Governor

(a) is of the full age of twenty-one years or will attain

(c) has been ordinarily resident in Canada for the twelve 
months immediately preceding polling day at such

blood who is entitled to receive any annuity or other 
benefit under any treaty with the Crown.)”’ 

‘““(7) every person who is disqualified by reason of race 
from voting at an election of a member of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the province in which he or she 
resides and who did not serve in the naval, military 
or air forces of Canada in the war of 1914-1918, or in 
the war that began on the tenth day of September, 
1939;”’ 

(8) Clauses (k) and (l) of subsection two of the said 

section fourteen are repealed. 

(4) The said section fourteen is further amended by 
adding thereto immediately after subsection two thereof 
the following subsections :— 

Qualification | ‘‘(3) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this 
Cleese Act contained, any person, man or woman, who prior to 

August 9th, 1945, was a member of the naval, military or 
air forces of Canada and has been discharged from such 
forces, and who, at a Dominion election, has not attained 
the full age of twenty-one years, shall be entitled to have his 
or her name included in the list of electors prepared for the 
polling division in which he or she ordinarily resides and 
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shall be entitled to vote therein, provided that such person 
is otherwise qualified as an elector.” 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this 
Act contained, a woman who is the wife of an Indian person, 
as defined in clause (f) of subsection two of this section, 
whenever such Indian person has served in the naval, 
military or air forces of Canada, in the war 1914-1918 or 
in the war that began on the tenth day of September, 
1939, shall be entitled to have her name included in the list 
of electors prepared for the polling division in which she 
ordinarily resides and shall be entitled to vote therein, 
provided that such woman is otherwise qualified as an 
elector.”’ 

“(5) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this 
Act contained, every person, man or woman, irrespective of 
age, who (a) was a member of the naval, military or air 
forces of Canada in the war 1914-1918 or in the war that 
began on the tenth day of September, 1939, (b) was dis- 
charged from such forces, and (c) is receiving treatment 
or domiciliary care in any hospital or institution at the 
request or on behalf of the Department of Veterans Affairs, 
in which hospital or institution, on the date of the issue of 
the writs ordering a general election, less than twenty-five 
of such persons, as determined by the Department of Vete- 
rans Affairs, are receiving such treatment or care, shall be 
entitled to have his or her name included on the list of 
electors prepared for the polling division in which such 
hospital or institution is situated, and be entitled to vote 
at a general election in such polling division, provided that 
such person is otherwise qualified as an elector.” 

‘““(6) A Defence Service elector, as defined in paragraph 
five of The Canadian Defence Service Voting Regulations 
which are appended as Schedule Three to this Act, shall be 
entitled to vote at a by-election only in the electoral district 
in which is situated the place of his ordinary residence as 
defined in paragraph seven of the said Regulations.” 

“‘(7) A Veteran elector, as defined in paragraph forty-two 
of The Canadian Defence Service Voting Regulations which 
are appended as Schedule Three to this Act, shall be entitled 
to vote at a, by-election only in the electoral district in 
which is situated the place of his actual ordinary residence 
at the time of the by-election.” 


7. (1) Rule four of section sixteen of the said Act is 
repealed and the following subsituted therefor :— 

“(4) Any person on Defence Service, as defined in 
paragraph five of The Canadian Defence Service Voting 
Regulations which are appended as Schedule Three to 
this Act, shall be deemed to continue to ordinarily reside 
in the place of his ordinary residence as defined in paragraph 
seven of the said Regulations.” 
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(2) Clause (c) of rule six of the said section sixteen 
is repealed.

Such person shall not, however, be entitled 
to vote in such polling division unless on polling day he is 
still temporarily residing therein while temporarily 
employed in the pursuit of his ordinary gainful occupation.

member in such forces. Such person (wife or dependent) 
shall, if otherwise qualified as an elector, be entitled to 
have his or her name included on the list of electors prepared 
for such polling division and shall be qualified to vote therein 
at the said general election. This rule shall not be applic- 
able at a by-election.”’

““(3) Every returning officer shall make and keep a list of 
the names and addresses of all enumerators appointed by 
him, and of the polling divisions for which each is to act.

The returning 
officer shall permit any person to inspect such list at all 
reasonable times and forthwith upon its completion shall 
send a copy thereof to the Chief Electoral Officer.

electors, the returning officer shall, on an application made in

consideration for the granting of an order of any kind 
for the printing of such lists of electors, and

Such candidates may each, by himself or by 
a representative, nominate a fit and proper person for 
appointment as enumerator for every urban polling 
division comprised in the electoral district, and, except 
as provided in Rule (4) of this Schedule, the returning 
officer shall select and appoint such persons to be 
enumerators for the polling divisions for which they 
have been nominated; 

(b) In an electoral district whose boundaries of urban 
areas have been altered by a Representation Act since 
the last preceding Dominion election, and in an electoral 
district where at the last preceding Dominion election 
there was opposed to the candidate elected no candidate 
representing a different and opposed political interest, 
or if, for any reason, either of the candidates mentioned 
in clause (a) of this Rule is not available to nominate 
enumerators or to designate a representative as afore- 
said, the returning officer shall, with the concurrence 
of the Chief Electoral Officer, determine which candi- 
dates or persons are entitled to nominate urban enumer- 
ators, and then proceed with the selection and appoint- 
ment of such enumerators as above directed.” 

“Rule (5). If either of the candidates or persons entitled 
to nominate enumerators fail to nominate a fit and proper 
person for appointment as enumerator for any polling divi- 
sion comprised in the electoral district, the returning officer 
shall, subject to the provisions of Rule (2 ot this Schedule, 
himself select and appoint to any necessary extent.” 
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“Rule (7). Each pair of enumerators, after taking their 
oaths as such, shall, on Monday, the forty-ninth day before 
polling day, proceed jointly to ascertain the name, address 
and occupation of every person qualified to vote at the 
pending election, under the provisions of sections fourteen, 
fifteen and sixteen of this Act, in the polling division for 
which they have been appointed, obtaining the information 
they may require by a joint house-to-house visitation and 
from such other sources of information as may be available 
to them, and leaving at the residence of every person whose 


name and particulars they have agreed to include in their 
preliminary list, a notice in Form No. 7, signed by both 


enumerators, which shall be detached from the enumer- 
ators’ record books.” 

“Rule (9). Each pair of enumerators shall visit every 
dwelling place in their polling division at least twice,—once 
between the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and six 
o’clock in the afternoon and once between the hours of 
seven o’clock and ten o’clock in the evening (unless, as to 
any dwelling place, they are both satisfied that no qualified 
elector residing therein remains unregistered). If, on the 
above mentioned visits to any dwelling place, the enumer- 
ators are unable to contact any person from whom they 
could secure the names and particulars of the qualified 
electors residing thereat, the enumerators shall leave at 
such dwelling place a notification card, as prescribed by the 
Chief Electoral Officer, on which it shall be stated the future 
day and hour that the enumerators shall make another visit 
to such dwelling place. The enumerators shall also state 
on such notification card their names and addresses and 
also the telephone number, if any, of one or of both of them.” 

“Rule (12). Upon receipt of the enumerators’ record 
books and of the two copies of the preliminary list of 
electors from each pair of enumerators, the returning officer 
shall carefully examine the same and if in his judgment 
the said list is incomplete or if it contains the name of any 
person whose name should not be included in the list, he 
shall not certify to the enumerators’ account, and shall for- 
ward such account uncertified to the Chief Electoral 


Officer with a special report attached thereto stating the 
relevant facts, and, moreover, the Comptroller of the 
Treasury shall not issue a cheque In payment of an urban 
enumerator’s account until after the revision of the pre- 
liminary lists of electors by the revising officer has been 
completed, and it shall be the duty of the revising officer, 
forthwith after his sittings as such, to inform the Chief 
Electoral Officer, if, in his judgment, any enumerator has 
wrongfully and wilfully omitted any name or names from 
the said lists, or wrongfully and wilfully included any name 
or names therein.”

The enumerators shall, on the preliminary 
list of electors, as indicated on Form No. 8, register the 
name of a married woman or widow under the name and 
surname of her husband or deceased husband, or under 
her own christian name if she so desires. Whenever a 
woman is divorced or living apart from her husband, she 
shall be registered on the said list under whatever name 
and surname that such woman is known in the polling 
division. The names of the above mentioned women on 
the said list shall be prefixed with the abbreviation “‘Mrs.”’, 
as indicated on the said Form No. 8. When the name of a 
married woman is entered on the said list immediately 
below her husband’s name, there shall be no occupation 
given opposite such woman’s name, as indicated on the said 
Form No. 8. The names of unmarried women on the said 
list shall be prefixed with the word ‘‘Miss’’, as indicated 
on the said Form No. 8.” 

“Rule (23). Forthwith on receipt of such notification the 
returning officer shall, not later than Thursday, the twenty- 
fifth day before polling day, cause to be printed a notice 
of revision in Form No. 12, describing the boundaries of 
every revisal district established by him, giving the name 
of the revising officer appointed for each thereof, setting 
out the revisal office at which such revising officer will 
attend for the revision of the lists of electors, and stating 
the day and time during which such revisal office will be 
open. It shall also be stated in the said notice the days 
and hours before the first day of sittings for revision, and 
the address at which each revising officer shall be in atten- 
dance to complete Affidavits of Objection in Form No. 13. 
At least four days before the first day fixed for the sittings 
for revision, the returning officer shall cause at least two 
copies of such notice to be posted up in conspicuous places 
in each urban polling division comprised in his electoral 
district. Immediately after the printing of the notice in 
Form No. 12, the returning officer shall transmit or deliver 
five copies thereof to every candidate officially nominated 
at the pending election in the electoral district, and, at the 
discretion of the returning officer, to every other person 
reasonably expected to be so officially nominated or to his 
representative.” 

“Rule (26). The sittings of the revising officers for the 
revision of the lists of electors shall commence at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon of Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 


the eighteenth, seventeenth and sixteenth days before 
polling day, and shall continue at least one hour and during 
such time thereafter as may be necessary to deal with the 


business ready to be disposed of, provided that, if any of 
such days is a holiday as defined in the Interpretation Act, 
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the date for the commencement or continuation of the 
sittings for revision may be postponed accordingly. More- 
over, on each of the three days fixed for the sittings for 
revision, every revising officer shall sit continuously at his 
revisal office for the revision of the lists of electors from 
seven o’clock until ten o’clock in the evenings of these three 
days.” 

(2) Clause (a) of Rule (27) of Schedule A to the said 
section seventeen is repealed. 

(3) Schedule A to the said section seventeen is further 
amended by repealing Rules (28), (29), (40), (41) and 
(42) thereof, and substituting the following therefor, 
respectively : 

“Rule (28). During the three days immediately pre- 
ceding the first day fixed for the sittings for revision, when- 


ever an elector whose name appears on the preliminary 
lists of electors prepared in connection with a pending 
election, for one of the polling divisions comprised in a 
given revisal district, subscribes to an Affidavit of Objection 
in Worm, No. 13, before the revising officer appointed for 
such revisal district, alleging the disqualification as an 
elector at the pending election of a person whose name 
appears on one of such preliminary lists, the revising officer 
shall, not later than the day immediately preceding the first 


day fixed for the sittings for revision, transmit, by registered 


mail, to the person, the appearance of whose name upon 
such preliminary list is objected to, at his address as given 
on such preliminary lst and also at the other address, if 
any, mentioned in such affidavit, a Notice to Person Ob- 
jected to, in Form No. 14, advising the person mentioned 
in such affidavit that he may appear personally or by 


representative before the said revising officer, during his 
sittings for revision, to establish his right, if any, to have 
his name retained on such preliminary list. With each 
copy of such notice, the revising officer shall transmit a 
copy of the relevant Affidavit of Objection. On each of 
the three days immediately preceding the first day fixed 
for the sittings for revision, the revising officer shall keep 
himself available during at least three hours in the after- 
noons or evenings of such days, at the address given in 
the Notice of Revision in Form No. 12, to complete, as 
required, Affidavits of Objection and Notices to Persons 
Objected to and to despatch copies of such affidavits and 
notices to the persons concerned.”’ 

“Rule (29). In cases of objections made on affidavits 
subscribed before the revising officer under the next pre- 
ceding Rule of which notices have been sent by registered 
mail by the revising officer to the persons objected to, the 
revising officer shall deal with each objection separately 
upon the merits to be disclosed by examination on oath 
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of the elector making the objection, the person against 
whom the objection is made and the witnesses present on 
their respective behalf. After each objection is dealt with, 
the revising officer shall, in his discretion, either strike off 
the name of the person objected to from the preliminary 
list on which such name appears or allow the name to stand. 
The onus of substantiating sufficient prima facie ground 
to strike off any name from the preliminary list shall be 
upon the elector making the objection, and it shall not be 
necessary for a person against whom objection is made to 
adduce proof in the first instance that his name properly 
appears on the preliminary list. The absence from or non- 
attendance before the revising officer, at the time that the 
objection is dealt with, of any person against whom an ob- 
jection is made shall not relieve the elector making the 
objection from substantiating prima facie case by evidence 
which, in the absence of rebuttal evidence, is considered by 
the revising officer sufficient to establish the fact that the 
name of the person objected to improperly appears on the 
preliminary list.” 

“Rule (40). Immediately after the conclusion of his 
sittings and at the latest on Monday, the fourteenth day 
before polling day, the revising officer shall prepare for 
re-printing the list of electors for each polling division 
comprised in his revisal district, by making the necessary 
corrections by writing with ink upon one of the printed 
preliminary lists of electors supplied to him. ‘The revising 
officer shall consign every entry in his record sheets to its 
appropriate place on each list. The names added to the 
list shall be written by hand on the border of the list where 
such names would have appeared if the electors had been 
registered in the first place by the enumerators and where 
such names should be inserted in the re-printing of the 
finally revised list. Every correction in the name, address 
or occupation of the elector shall be made in the same 
manner and as legibly as possible. In the case of a name 
struck off, the revising officer shall draw a line through 
the entry. All changes made in the list for every polling 
division shall correspond to the statement of changes and 
additions prescribed in the next following Rule. The pre- 
liminary list for each polling division so corrected shall be 
re-printed by the returning officer as prescribed in subsection 
ten of section seventeen of this Act.” 

“Rule (41). The revising officer shall, immediately after 
the conclusion of his sittings for revision, and not later than 
Monday, the fourteenth day before polling day, prepare 


from his record sheets at least six copies of the statement 
of changes and additions, for each polling division comprised 
in his revisal district, and shall complete the certificate 
printed at the foot of each copy thereof. If no changes or 
additions have been made in the preliminary list for any 
polling division, the revising officer shall nevertheless 
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prepare the necessary number of copies of the statement of 
changes and additions by writing the word “Nil” in the 
three blank spaces provided for the various entries on the 
prescribed form and completing the form in every other 
respect.” 

“Rule (42). Upon completing the foregoing requirements, 
and not later than Monday, the fourteenth day before polling 


day, the revising officer shall deliver or transmit to the 
returning officer the corrected copy of the preliminary list, 
the six copies of the statement of changes and additions 
for each polling division comprised in his revisal district, 
certified by the revising officer pursuant to the next pre- 
ceding Rule, together with the revising officer’s record 
sheets, duly certified, the duplicate notices to persons 
objected to, with attached affidavits in Forms Nos. 13 
and 14, respectively, every used application made by agents 
in Forms Nos. 15 and 16, and all other documents in his 
possession relating to the revision of the lists of electors for 
the various polling divisions comprised in his revisal 
district.” 


1@. Schedule B to the said section seventeen is amended 
by repealing’ Rules (3), (6), (9) (18) (16) sand “(20 >) 
thereof, and substituting the following therefor, respect-

“Rule (3). Every enumerator shall forthwith on his

1. These Regulations may be cited as The Canadian 
Defence Service Voting Regulations. 


APPLICATION. 


2. These Regulations shall apply only to a general 
election held in Canada and shall not apply at by-elections. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


3. (1) The Chief Electoral Officer shall exercise general 
direction and supervision over the administration of every 
detail prescribed in these Regulations. 

(2) For the purposes of carrying into effect the provisions 
of these Regulations, or supplying any deficiency therein, 
the Chief Electoral Officer may issue such instructions, not 
inconsistent therewith, as may be deemed necessary to the 
execution of their intent. 


INTERPRETATION. 


4. In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise 

requires, the expression 

(a) “chief assistant’? means a person appointed by the 
Governor in Council, pursuant to paragraph 11 of 
these Regulations, as chief assistant to a special 
returning officer; 

(b) “Chief Electoral Officer’? means the person who holds 
office as Chief Electoral Officer under sections three and 
four of The Dominion Elections Act, 1938, as amended; 

(c) “clerical assistant”? means a person appointed by a 
special returning officer, pursuant to paragraph 15 of 
these Regulations, for duty as clerical assistant in his 
headquarters; 
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(d) “commanding officer’? means the commanding officer 
of a unit, as hereinafter defined; 

(e) “commissioned officer’ means the commissioned 
officer designated by the commanding officer, pursuant 
to paragraph 30 of these Regulations, to take the votes 
of Defence Service electors; it shall include a person of 
or above non-commissioned officer status designated 
by the commanding officer for that purpose where a 
commissioned officer is not available; 

(f) ‘Defence Service’? means engagement in any of the 
services or duties referred to in subparagraph one of 
paragraph 5 of these Regulations; 

(g) “deputy special returning officers’? means the persons 
appointed by the Chief Electoral Officer, pursuant to 
paragraph 50 or 51 of these Regulations, to take the 
votes of Veteran electors receiving treatment or 
domiciliary care in hospitals or institutions; 

(h) “hours of the day” and all other references to time 
in these Regulations relate to standard time; 

(7) “inner envelope” means the plain envelope in which 
a ballot paper is to be placed after it has been marked 
by a Defence Service elector or a Veteran elector, before 
it is transmitted to the special returning officer in the 
outer envelope hereinafter defined; 

(7) “liaison officer’? means the member of the Naval, 
Military or Air Forces of Canada who has been desig- 
nated by the Minister of National Defence to act as 
liaison officer between the special returning officer and 
the various commanding officers, pursuant to para- 
graph 18 of these Regulations, with regard to the 
taking of the votes of Defence Service electors; 

(k) ‘outer envelope’ means the envelope provided for 
the transmission by mail of the ballot paper (after such 
ballot paper has been marked and enclosed in the inner 
envelope hereinbefore defined) of a Defence Service 
elector or a Veteran elector to the appropriate special 
returning officer, which envelope has been printed as 
follows: on the face with the full name and post office 
address of such special returning officer, and on the back 
with a blank declaration either in Form No. 7 or Form 
No. 12 of these Regulations; 

(Ll) “polling day’’ means the date fixed, as prescribed by 
section twenty-one of The Dominion Elections Act, 
1938, as amended, for holding the poll at a general 
election; 

(m) “serutineers”” means the persons appointed by the 
Chief Electoral Officer, pursuant to paragraph 13 of 
these Regulations, for duty as scrutineers in the head- 
quarters of the special returning officer;

&. (1) Every person, man or woman, who has attained 
the full age of twenty-one years and who is a Canadian 
citizen or a British subject, shall be deemed to be a Defence 
Service elector and qualified to vote under the procedure 
set forth in these Regulations, if he or she 


In the Canadian Naval Forces: 


(A ) is a member of the Royal Canadian Navy other than 
those on the retired list, or 

(B ) is a member of the Royal Canadian Navy (Reserve) 
who is performing (i) periodic training; (ii) voluntary 
service; (ill) special naval duty. 


In the Canadian Army: 


(A ) is a member of the Canadian Army Active Force, or 


(B) is a member of the Canadian Army Reserve Force, 
and is absent from the place of his or her ordinary resi- 
dence while undergoing training at a duly authorized 
training camp or school established for full-time 
courses, including any person who, being a member of 
a Reserve unit or formation of the Canadian Army 
Reserve Force, has been called up on service by the 
Minister of National Defence, but only with respect 
to the period during which such person is in receipt 
of compensation in consequence of his or her having 
been so called up. 
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In The Royal Canadian Air Force: 


(A) is a member of the Royal Canadian Air Force 
(Regular) employed on continuous general service, or 

(B) is a member of any other component of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force employed on continuous training 
or duty. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in these 
Regulations contained, any person, man or woman, as other- 
wise described in the next preceding subparagraph, who, 
prior to August 9th, 1945, was a member of the Naval, 
Military or Air Forces of Canada and who, at a general 
election, has not attained the full age of twenty-one years, 
shall be entitled to vote under the procedure set forth in 
these Regulations. 


6. In order to be entitled to vote under the procedure 
set forth in these Regulations, a Defence Service elector 
shall specify, in a declaration in Form No. 7 of these Regu- 
lations, the name of the place of his or her ordinary resi- 
dence in Canada as defined in the next following paragraph, 
and his or her vote shall be applied only to the electoral 
district in which such place of ordinary residence is situated. 


7. (1) For the purpose of these Regulations, the place of 
ordinary residence in Canada of a Defence Service elector, 
as defined in paragraph 5 of these Regulations, shall be as 
follows: 

(a) In the case of a person who becomes qualified as 
Defence Service elector after August Ist, 1948, the 
place of his or her ordinary residence shall be the city, 
town, village, or other place in Canada, wherein he or 
she was ordinarily residing prior to his or her appoint- 
ment or enlistment in the Naval, Military or Air 
Forces of Canada; 

(b) In the case of a person qualified as Defence Service 
elector on August Ist, 1948, who has changed his or 
her place of residence since his or her appointment or 
enlistment, the place of his or her ordinary residence 
shall be the city, town or village, or other place in 
Canada, mentioned in a statement of ordinary resi- 
dence completed before January Ist, 1949, and filed at 
the Naval Services, or Military or Air Force Head- 
quarters. Whenever no such statement is made and 
filed at such Headquarters during the period herein 
specified, the place of ordinary residence of such Defence 
Service elector shall be the city, town, village, or other 
place in Canada, wherein such elector resided prior to 
his or her appointment or enlistment in the Naval, 
Military or Air Forces of Canada. 
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(2) In the case of a Defence Service elector, as described 
in clause (B) of the Canadian Naval Forces, the Canadian 
Army or the Royal Canadian Air Force in subparagraph 
one of paragraph 5 of these Regulations, he or she shall be 
deemed to be qualified to vote under the procedure set 
forth in these Regulations, at a general election, in the 
electoral district wherein he or she ordinarily resided on the 
date of the commencement of the period of his or her special 
service or on the date of the commencement of each of the 
individual periods of his or her training in the Naval, 
Military or Air Forces of Canada. The commencement of 
special service above referred to is that period of special 
training or duty on which he or she is engaged during the 
voting period prescribed in subparagraph one of paragraph 
19 of these Regulations. 


8S. Every Defence Service elector as defined in paragraph 
5 of these Regulations shall be entitled to vote at a general 
election only according to the procedure set forth in these 
Regulations, unless such elector is, on polling day, in the 
place of his or her ordinary residence as defined in paragraph 
7 of these Regulations, in which case the Defence Service 
elector may vote as a civilian elector, subject to the limit- 
ation set out in paragraph 40 of these Regulations. 


SPECIAL RETURNING OFFICERS AND THEIR STAFFS

person as special returning officer to superintend the taking, 
recelving, sorting and counting of the votes of Defence 
Service electors and Veteran electors in the following 
voting territories:

56. At least two days before a pair of deputy speciat 
returning officers are scheduled to attend at any hospital or 
institution to take the votes of Veteran electors, the special 
returning officer shall notify the superintendent of such 
hospital or institution, and the superintendent shall forth- 
with post up a notice to that effect in conspicuous places 
in such hospital or institution. 


57. The votes of Veteran electors shall be cast according 
to the procedure set forth in these Regulations before a 
pair of deputy special returning officers appointed pursuant 
to paragraph 50 or 51 of these Regulations, and each pair 
consisting of persons representing different and opposed 
political interests. 


58. In any place, and at any time during which Veteran 
electors are casting their votes, the deputy special returning 
officers, before whom such votes are cast, shall cause at 
least one copy of the card of instructions, in Form No. 13 
of these Regulations, to be posted up in a conspicuous place, 
or shown to every Veteran elector as he applies to vote. 
The deputy special returning officers shall also keep one copy 
of these Regulations, one book of key maps, one book of 
excerpts from the Canadian Postal Guide and one printed 
list of the names and surnames of candidates readily 
available for consultation by Veteran electors. 


59. Ifa Veteran elector is unable to read or to write, or is 
incapacitated from any physical cause, and therefore unable 
to vote according to the ordinary procedure prescribed in 
these Regulations, the deputy special returning officers 
before whom the vote is to be cast, shall assist such elector 
by marking the ballot paper in the manner directed by the 
elector, in his presence and in the presence of another 
Veteran elector who is able to read and to write. Such 
other elector shall be selected by the incapacitated Veteran 
elector. 


690. The vote of a blind Veteran elector may be taken in 
the same manner as the votes of other incapacitated Veteran 
electors, as provided in the next preceding paragraph, or 
through the medium of a friend, who is also a Veteran elector 
and who is acting at the request of the blind Veteran elector. 
In such case the friend will be allowed to mark the blind 
Veteran elector’s ballot paper in the presence only of such 
blind elector. No person shall at any general election be 
allowed to act, as aforesaid, as the friend of more than one 
blind Veteran elector. 
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Gi. Whenever deemed advisable, the deputy special re- 
turning officers shall, with the approval of the superintend- 
ent, go from room to room in the hospital or institution to 
take the votes of bed-ridden Veteran electors. 


G2. (1) Before delivering a ballot paper to a Veteran 
elector, the deputy special returning officers before whom 
the vote is to be cast shall require such elector to make a 
declaration in Form No. 12 of these Regulations, which shall 
be printed on the back of the outer envelope in which the 
inner envelope containing the ballot paper, when marked, 
is to be placed, such declaration to state the Veteran elector’s 
name, that he is a Canadian citizen or a British subject, 
that he was a member of either the Naval, Military or Air 
Forces of Canada during the war 1914-1918 or during the war 
that began on the 10th day of September, 1939, that he has 
been discharged from such Force, that he has been ordinarily 
residing in Canada during the twelve months preceding 
polling day at the pending general election and that he has 
not previously voted at such election. It shall also be stated 
in the said declaration the name of the place of his ordinary 
residence in Canada, with street address, if any, as declared 
by the Veteran elector on the date of his admission to the 
hospital or institution. The name of the electoral district 
and of the province in which such place of ordinary residence 
is situated may be stated in such declaration. The deputy 
special returning officers shall cause the Veteran elector to 
affix his signature to the said declaration, and the certificate 
printed thereunder shall then be signed by both deputy 
special returning officers. 

(2) At this stage, the Veteran elector and the deputy 
special returning officers shall bear in mind that, as prescribed 
in paragraph 71 of these Regulations, any outer envelope 
which does not bear the signature of the Veteran elector 
and the two deputy special returning officers concerned, or 
any outer envelope upon which a sufficient description of 
the place of ordinary residence of the Veteran elector does 
not appear, shall be laid aside unopened in the headquarters 
of the special returning officer, and that the ballot paper 
contained in such unopened outer envelope shall not be 
counted. 


63. After the declaration has been completed and signed 
by the Veteran elector and the certificate thereunder has 
been signed by both deputy special returning officers, as 
prescribed in subparagraph one of paragraph 62 of these 
Regulations, the deputy special returning officers shall hand 
a ballot paper to such elector, who shall cast his vote 
secretly by writing thereon, with ink or with a pencil of any 
colour, the names (or initials) and surname of the candidate 
of his choice. The ballot paper shall then be folded by the 
Veteran elector.

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special returning officers shall hand an inner envelope to 
the Veteran elector, who shall place the ballot paper so 
folded in the inner envelope, seal such inner envelope, and 
hand it to the deputy special returning officers who shall, in 
full view of the Veteran elector, place it in the outer envelope 
addressed to the special returning officer, seal the said 
outer envelope and hand it to the Veteran elector. 


64. (1) The deputy special returning officers before 
whom the vote of a Veteran elector has been cast shall, as 
prescribed in the next preceding paragraph, hand the outer 
envelope containing the ballot paper to the Veteran elector, 
who will himself forthwith despatch it by ordinary mail or 
by such other postal facilities as may be available and ex- 
peditious, to the special returning officer whose name and 
address have been printed on the face of the outer envelope.

(3) Every such outer envelope despatched by ordinary 
mail in Canada shall be carried free of postage. Whenever 
it appears to be expedient to despatch an outer envelope by 
air mail, the necessary postage stamps will have to be affixed 
to such envelope by the deputy special returning officers 
before whom the vote is cast. The special returning officer 
shall, upon the receipt of a written request, refund to any 
deputy special returning officer the expenditure properly 
incurred in the purchase of such air mail postage stamps.

A Defence Service elector is entitled to vote for the candidate of 
his choice, officially nominated in the electoral district in which is 
situated the place of his ordinary residence as defined in paragraph 7 
of The Canadian Defence Service Voting Regulations. 


. During the hours fixed by the commanding officer for voting, a 


Defence Service elector may cast his vote before the commissioned 
officer designated for that purpose. 


. The commissioned officer shall require each Defence Service 


elector to complete the declaration printed on the back of the outer 
envelope. 


After the declaration has been completed and signed by the 
Defence Service elector and the certificate printed thereunder is 
completed and signed by the commissioned officer, the Defence 
Service elector shall be allowed to cast his vote in the following 
manner: 


Each Defence Service elector shall vote for only one candidate 
(unless he is qualified to vote in the electoral district of Halifax, 
N.S., or Queens, P.E.I., in which case he may vote for two 
candidates).

Mr. Cleaver, from the Standing Committee on Banking and Commerce, 
presented the Tenth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee has considered Bill No. 395 (Letter I-12 of the Senate), 
intituled: “An Act respecting The Canada Permanent Trust Company,’ and 
has agreed to report it without amendment. 


Mr. Clark, from the Sessional Committee on Railways and Shipping owned, 
operated and controlled by the Government, presented the Third Report of 
the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee had referred to it the following matters, namely :— 


(a) Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways for the year ended 
December 31, 1946. 

(6) Annual Report of the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships. 
Limited, for the year ended December 31, 1946. 

(c) Annual Report of The Canadian National Railways Securities Trust 
for the year ended December 31, 1946. 

(d) Annual Report of Trans-Canada Air Lines for the year ended December 
31, 1946. 
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(e) Report to Parliament of the firm of George A. Touche and Company, 
auditors, for the year ended December 31, 1946. ' 

(f) Financial Budget of the Canadian National Railways and the Canadian 
National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for the year 1947. 


Your Committee held nine meetings in the course of which the said Reports 
were severally examined and unanimously adopted. 


The Report of the Railway System disclosed a net income deficit of 
$8,961,570.49. Railways traffic continued to move in heavy volume but the 
continual increase in operating costs brought about by increases in the rates of 
pay and in the price of material prevented the railway from earning its full 
interest charges. Net income available for the payment of interest was $35-7 
millions whereas the interest due to the public and to the Government was 
$44-6 millions. The financial budget of the railway system for the calendar 
year 1947 forecasts an income deficit of $31 millions, and the net requirements 
on capital account to be $46,723,000, including $41,500,000 for new equipment. 
The budget was approved. 


The report of the West Indies Steamships disclosed a new income surplus 
of $1,302,051.68. Also that on’ completion of arrangements now in hand the 
Company will own ten vessels with a total deadweight of 56,075 tons, comprising 
two reconditional “Lady” ships, three new diesel powered cargo ships, and five 
modern “Park” type ships. The financial budget for the year 1947 forecasts a 
net income surplus of $720,000, and the net requirements on capital account to 
be $3,589,900. The capital budget will be financed from the Vessel Replacement 
Fund of the Company. The budget was approved. 


Trans-Canada Air Lines reported a deficit of $1,115,256 resulting from the 
1946 operations. Mr. Symington, President of T.C.A., explained at considerable 
length the difficulties the Air Lines had to contend with last year. Costs were 
higher, training and development requirements were extensive, routes and services 
were expanded, and new types of aircraft were adopted. He also announced his 
impending retirement from the presidency, which information was received 
by your Committee with regret. 

The work of your Committee was greatly faciiltated by the information and 
explanations furnished by Mr. R. C. Vaughan, C.M.G., Chairman of the Board 
of Directors and President of the Canadian Nationual Railways System, of 
Mr. H. J. Symington, K.C., C.M.G., President of Trans-Canada Air Lines, and 
of their officers who gave evidence, and your Committee desires to express its 
appreciation therefor. 

A copy of the minutes of proceedings and evidence taken before your Com- 
mittee 1s appended.

After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 


The House accordingly resolved itself again into Committee of Supply, and 
progress having been made and reported, the Committee obtained leave to sit 
again at a later hour this day. 


By leave of the House, Mr. Maybank, from the Special Committee on Radio 
Broadcasting, presented the Third and Final Report of the said Committee, 
which is as follows:— 


On April 2, 1947, your Committee was appointed by a resolution of the 
House. On Friday, May 9, it proceeded to consider the Annual Report of the 
Caandian Broadcasting Corporation for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1946, 
and to review its policies, aims, regulations, revenues, expenditures and 
development. 

Twenty-five meetings were devoted to this study and during its deliberations 
your Committee heard the Chairman of the Board of Governors of the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation and its General Manager. Representations 
were also heard from the Canadian Association of Broadcasters and the Cana- 
dian Daily Newspapers Association. The Controller of Radio, Department of 
Transport, and the Assistant Chief Radio Inspector testified before the Com- 
mittee. Also heard were Mr. Marcel Provost, Managing Editor of Radio 
Publications Limited, and Mr. Walter Elliott of the Elliott Haynes Limited, 
and Mr. Walter M. Murdoch, Executive Officer of the American Federation 
of Musicians of the United States and Canada. 

In consequence of the Committee’s decision, communications from individuals 
addressed to the Committee were filed with the clerk for the information of 
members of the Committee. As agreed also, letters or briefs received from 
associations and organizations were either incorporated as read or printed as 
appendices to the evidence. Numerous answers to questions put by members 
and produced by the Transport Department and the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation are printed as appendices to the evidence. 
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Both last year and this year the Canadian Association of Broadcasters 
(comprising membership of 89 stations) urged that regulation of broadcasting 
should be removed from Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. Their claim has 
been in both cases that the privately owned broadcasting stations are placed 
under the control of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation which, they 
allege, is their competitor. While last year the said association urged that some 
different body be made an appeal tribunal to which appeals from Canadian 
Broadeasting Corporation decisions could be taken, this year the association 
went further and advocated a regulatory body having complete control over all 
radio (licensing as well as regulating), and this body, they averred, could 
operate in somewhat the same way as the Transport Board operates. They 
were insistent that any such organization must be set up by the Parliament of 
Canada as a whole and appointments to it should be by Parliament of Canada 
as a whole and any review of its actions must be by Parliament as a whole. 
They also pressed for a general revision of all laws relating to Radio, asserting 
them to be greatly out of date. 

The Canadian Daily Newspapers Association (comprising 110 members, 
39 of whom own radio stations), supported the Canadian Association of Broad- 
casters in the advocacy of a board such as described. Both associations argued 
strongly that Caandian radio laws are obsolete. 

Coincidentally with its appearances before your Committee the Canadian 
Association of Broadcasters carried on an active campaign throughout the 
country by way of a wide distribution of its brief, and by means of radio 
broadcasts over private stations, and also by advertisements in newspapers 
across Canada attacking radio legislation and administration of it as belonging 
to “horse and buggy days,” and hence requiring revision. 


Your Committee has given very careful consideration to the proposals for a 
separate regulating board and has also received numerous arguments from other 
bodies such ‘as trade unions, agricultural organizations, cooperative societies, 
and the like, in opposition to those proposals, to which also the Committee has 
given careful consideration. 

The Committee recalls that it stated in its report to Parliament last year 
that the functions of the two types of radio service are different; one, the 
private stations being designed to serve community interests, and the other, 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, designed to serve the whole of Canada 
by chain broadcasting; and that these two types of radio service should be 
complementary to each other. The area of competition is small and your 
Committee believes that private stations are not in danger from Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation regulation. 

In the result, your Committee is not prepared at the present time to suggest 
any fundamental change in radio regulation. The National Broadcasting 
System is still in the transitional and developmental stage and the prinicples 
underlying its institution have the same force today as when the decision to 
establish it was made. Notwithstanding arguments advanced we do not feel 
justified under all the circumstances in recommending a fundamental change now. 

The Committee noted that the Corporation had discussed with the Canadian 
Association of Broadcasters a proposal for the holding of public hearings by 
the Board of Governors. Your Committee recommends that the Board of 
Governors hold public sessions when hearing representations on matters of 
licences or regulations. It believes that among other advantages this procedure 
should make more clear to the public and to private stations the respective func- 
tions of the Board of Governors and of the Management of the CBC. Such 
procedure would necessarily involve the publishing of CBC recommendations 
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to the licensing authority on licensing matters. Your Committee also believes 
that after hearing such representations, the Board of Governors should give 
statements of its decisions or recommendations, including reasons for them. 


From. a revenue point of view the private stations would seem to be in a. 
not unhappy condition. On the whole your Committee is impressed with the 
fact that radio broadcasting is in most cases a quite lucrative form of private 
business. Some stations have not made a profit but in the main the private 
stations have substantial surpluses. Evidence on this point came from the 
Department of Transport as follows:

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Your Committee is aware that such a statement fails of givimg a complete 
picture of the business of private radio stations but there is enough in it to 
suggest that private broadcasters may not be paying a large enough fee for 
the part of a monopoly in broadcasting which is granted to them, and your 
Committee recommends to the licensing authority that consideration be given 
to a revision of the fees presently being charged, perhaps with special regard to 
the possibility of relating them more closely to business opportunities and income 
of stations. 


Your Committee recommends that the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
give consideration to the raising of the 5 kilowatt ceiling for private stations 
particularly where some future potential coverage by Canadian Stations ee 


be affected. 


Bearing in mind that parts of Canada do not benefit from Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation programs or only get partial benefits therefrom, your 
Committee recommends that the expansion and development program of the 
corporation be speeded up, and that the establishment of a second French net- 
work which would provide to French language listeners alternative French 
language network programs as are now enjoyed by English language listeners, 
be included in the said expansion and development program. 


Objection has been made that one year is a too short licence period; that it 
is hardly long enough for a licensee to make with confidence expenditures. for 
good broadcasting or to institute major improvements in a broadcasting station. 
Private broadcasters represented that they should have greater security of 
tenure than the one year licence gives. Your Committee believes that there 
is much to be said in favour of a longer license period and believes it would 
be better to grant licences for, say, up to 3 years. Your committee also believes 
that renewals of licences after such a period should be made to depend among 
other things upon the character of the service given by the licensee; that at the 
end of the License period and before a licence is renewed the Department of 
Transport and the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation should examine most 
carefully, and certainly more carefully than hitherto, the manner in which the 
licensed broadcaster has been serving the public over the air channel] which had 

‘been granted him to use. It should be understood that the committee is not 
recommending, in case a greater security of tenure is given, that such longer 
license period would in any way prevent the revocation of a licence for cause. . 


Your Committee approves the action of the Corporation in carrying out a 
recommendation of last year’s committee “that as a condition of the issuance 
or renewal of any licence a station should be required to submit to the Board Gf 
Governors of C.B.C. an undertaking that it would faithfully perform its duties as 
a trustee of a radio frequency, and would indicate the amount of time and 
what proportion of its revenue it is prepared to devote to local community. 
events, the discussion of matters of local interest and the development of loeal 
talent and other public service broadcasts”. Although some of the stations did 
not supply statements as requested, the Board of Governors recommended: the. 
renewal of all licences. Your Committee does not understand why any stations 
using publie air channels should object to saying on the basis of their operations 
what amount of broadcast time they intend to devote to different public service: 
activities. Your committee believes that the Board of Governors was right; 
since it did not recommend non-renewal of these licences, to indicate to stations. 
which had not provided the requested statements that this fact would be taken: 
into account in reviewing their activities before making recommendations for 
the heensing year 1948-49. 
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Your Committee is of the opinion that, in considering the activities of 
private stations in carrying out their duties as trustees of radio frequencies, 
particular attention should be paid to the amount of broadeasting devoted to 
community activities; to talks and discussions of public affairs; to provision 
for the expression of different viewpoints; to the use of local live talent; and to 
abuses of over-commercialism. Your Committee fully understands that circum- 
stances vary in different areas and for different stations and believes that these 
Variations should be taken into account by the Board of Governors. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that many local stations should and could 
do more than they are doing to foster the development and maintenance of 
Canadian talent. Your Committee believes there has been an increasing tendency 
for private stations to rely too greatly on recordings and transcriptions. It 
believes that the Board of Gevernors should give more consideration than it has 
been giving to measures and recommendations encouraging the use of Canadian 
talent on private stations. 

The Canadian Daily Newspapers Association made strong representations 
against any policy opposed to newspapers owning and operating radio broad- 
casting stations. This matter came before the Special Committee on Radio 
iast year but the Committee was unable to give full consideration to it and 
~eported that it would have to be dealt with at the, then, next year’s committee 
meeting. We have this year given consideration to the question and we report 
that we do not think newspapers should be treated in any different manner than 
other applicants for radio broadcasting licences. 


Your Committee is not in favour of any absolute prohibition of the owner- 
ship by one person of more than one broadcasting station. The committee is 
appreciative of the desire to prevent a too great concentration of control of 
radio broadeasting into the hands of one or of a few people. Nevertheless, the 
committee would not advise going so far as to prohibit what is called multiple 
ownership. It recommends that when applications for radio licences are made 
that if there are satisfactory applicants who are not already licensees a prefer- 
ence should be given to such applicants over the applicant who is already an 
owner of one or more other licences. 


_ Respecting television: Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has indicated 
it does not look with favour on the expenditure of its funds, (which are public 
money), on television experiments but that it prefers to watch closely develop- 
ments elsewhere with a view to taking advantage of such developments for 
Canada at the right time. In view of the faet that the Corporation has but 
limited funds and must put them to the most practical use your Committee 
approves the C.B.C. attitude. 


It has been represented that failure to grant licences to private stations 
or applicants for private stations to experiment in television might retard 
technical advance. No evidence was presented to indicate the likelihood of 
this. Nevertheless, your Committee favours every opportunity being given to 
private experiments provided always that the interests of the listening and 
“viewing” public are carefully kept in mind. Especially the Committee points out 
that whenever a licence is granted for experimental work or otherwise the 
lincensee must, as soon as practicable, proceed to its use as applied for. People 
should not be allowed to obtain television, (or any), broadcasting rights merely 
with a view to holding them against the time when it may become profitable to 
put them to use. 


- The Committee has understood the C.B.C. has not been allowing licences 
for F.M. Broadcasting. However, restrictions were removed as of July 1, 1947. 
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The Committee believes that, subject to the requirements of good broadcasting in 
a community. licences should be issued to qualified applicants, subject of course, 
to the limitations of the frequency spectrum. 


Your Committee believes that every organization which is handing. public 
funds independent from government control, should be under scrutiny at all 
times and Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is such an organization; and 
your Committee consequently, recommends that the Radio Broadcasting Com- 
mittee should be a standing committee of Parliament for the purpose of scrutin- 
izing each year the operations of the corporation.

The House accordingly resolved itself again into Committee of Supply and 
further progress having been made and reported, the committee obtained leave 
to sit again at a later hour this day. 
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By leave of the House, Mr. Picard, from the Standing Committee on Public 
Accounts, presented the Fifth Report of the said Committee, which is as 
follows:— 

Your Committee, following the agenda adopted at a meeting of the Steering 
Committee, on May 8, undertook during its meetings of May 30, June 3, 17, 
24, the study of the administration, by the Custodian of Enemy Property, of 
the property of illegal organizations. 

During the meetings of June 24 and 27, your Committee investigated the 
administration of the Ottawa Office of the Custodian, as well as the Custodian’s 
accounts. 

On these subjects, your Committee heard evidence from Dr. E. H. Coleman, 
C.M.G., K.C., Deputy Custodian of Enemy Property, Mr. A. H. Mathieu, 
Assistant Deputy Custodian, and Mr. K. W. Wright, Counsel. 

The willingness of these witnesses to supply all possible information was 
appreciated by your Committee. 


Illegal Organizations 


Shortly after an Order in Council was passed in June, 1940, declaring a 
number of societies and organizations to be illegal, the Custodian was entrusted 
with the administration of their properties scattered throughout Canada. The 
first task was of obtaining particulars as to the real property owned by the 
various organizations and that extended work was completed in the autumn of 
1940. 

The preliminary report showed that, in some cases, there was reason to 
apprehend interference with the properties as there were accumulating taxes, 
claims under mortgages, and other charges. 

It became necessary, in order to assume effectual and actual control of these 
organizations, to appoint eight trust companies and accounting firms throughout 
Canada to represent the Custodian. Arrangements were made with the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, the Post Office Department and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, whereby all relevant information in their hands would be 
reported to the Custodian and his controllers. 

The property of fifty-three organizations, considered illegal as a result of 
different Orders in Council, was under the control of the Custodian of enemy 
property through his agents who administered it until the ban was removed by 
Orders in Council, in the vears 1943, 1944 and 1945. 

As of December 31, 1946, the financial result of these operations, in the case 
of 51 of these organizations, showed a net’ debit balance to the Custodian of 
$15,015.88. The total receipts were $112,267.94; the total disbursement $99,309.05; 
but an amount of $27,974.77 was returned to them by the Custodian. 

Most of the discussion of your Committee centered on the administration and 
disposal of the property of the two other organizations, the Ukrainian Labour- 
Farmer Temple Association and the Workers’ and Farmers’ Publishing Co., as the 
ten properties of The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Temple Association and the 
plant of the Workers’ and Farmers’ Publishing Co., represented the exceptions to 
me general experience of the Custodian in the matter of administration and 
claims. 

The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Temple Association 


Upon assuming control, the Custodian was advised that certain properties 
could hardly be operated profitably and had better be sold. Sixteen properties 
of the Ukrainian Labour-Temple Association and other organizations were thus 
sold and every effort was made at the time to get the best possible price in the 
market. In only two of The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Temple Association cases 
did the Committee express the view that the Custodian’s agents had sold the 
properties for an unduly low price. These cases were in Saskatoon and Van- 
couver, The Committee thought that the_agents had not, felt it their dutv to 
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point out to the Custodian that the highest bid offered appeared unreasonably 
low in relation to the value of the property. As to six of those, there was never 
any complaint whatever. The ten others were the subject of much consideration 
by your Committee. These ten properties, whose combined assesment isn 1940 
amounted to $91,380.00 were sold by the Custodian in 1941 for $73,563.67. 


When this organization was removed from the list of illegal organizations mm 
December of 1943, the Governor in Council authorized the Custodian to appoint 
an advisory committee to look into the complaints which were made by it as well 
as by others. The advisory committee was headed by His Honour Judge 
George W. McPhee, of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, the other members being: 
Mr. Geo. A. Campbell, of Edmonton, Alberta, and Mr. Gordon Thomson, of 
Windsor, Ontario. 


The advisory committee recommended the payment of claims amounting 
to $10,791.70 and expressed the opinion that the new owners should agree to sell 
the property to The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Temple Association at the price 
paid for it, provided, however, that if the new owners had made permanent 
improvements to the property, these should be paid for by the Ukrainian 
Labour-Farmer Temple Association, all with a view to restore harmony and 
good feeling among Canadians of Ukrainian origin. It was further recommended 
to the Custodian that he should absorb debit balances where these occurred in 
the accounts for maintenance. The amount so involved was $30,562.61. It was 
also recommended that he pay to the municipalities one-half of the taxes for 
1940 and all the taxes for 1941, 1942, and 1943, on those properties in which tax 
payments were in arrears. Taxes so paid amounted to $13,033.79. 


When the negotiations carried on between The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer 
Temple Association and the new owners proved unsuccessful, the Custodian dele- 
gated Mr. George Campbell, a member of the McPhee Committee, to help in the 
negotiations. In October 1944, the Government, as a matter of policy, decided 
that every effort was to be made to restore its properties to The Ukrainian 
Labour-Farmer Temple Association and that it would assist in the repurchase 
when needed. In some cases. substantial improvements had been made to the 
properties and it was the task of Mr. Campbell to value these improvements 
and arrive at a final settlement. These negotiations were thus conducted person- 
ally by the Custodian through Mr. Campbell. 


As a result of these steps, the ten properties, assessed for $91,380.00 in 1940 
and sold in 1941 for $73,563.67, were repurchased by the Custodian in 1945 for 
a sum of $156,800.65. The cost to the Government on the purchase of these 
properties amounts, therefore, to $83,236.98, to which must be added $30,562.61 
for the debit balances, $13.033.79 for taxes for the latter part of 1940 and all of 
1941, 1942 and 1943, and $10,791.70 for damage claims recommended by the 
McPhee Commission, totalling a debit balance of $137,625.08 on the Custodian’s 
handling of The Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Temple Association properties. 
Total receipts were $109,480.98 and total disbursements were $247,106.06. 


Special attention was given by your Committee to the handling of properties 
at Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat. For different reasons, it was impos- 
sible for the Custodian to repurchase these properties, which had been sold in 
1941 for a total sum of $4,171.30, including chattels valued at $311.55. The 
Custodian arranged for a sum of $25,000 to be paid to The Ukrainian Labour- 
Farmer Temple Association to compensate for the non return of these properties 
as recommended by the Advisory Committee. It is to be noted that the assessed 
total value of these properties in 1940 was $15,615.00. 
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Workers’ and Farmers’ Publishing Association Limited 


At the time this company was declared illegal, an inventory was prepared of 
all machinery and tools. The valuators employed by the agents for the Custodian 
appraised these at $9,811.00. The equipment so valued was advertised for sale 
by tender and sold for $9,696.46. Later representations were made to the Cus- 
todian, as a result of whic hMr. K. W. Wright. Counsel of the Custodian, was 
directed to make an investigation as to this sale. It appeared that the same 
company, The Toronto Type Foundry Company, who had valued the plant at 
$9,811.00 in 1941, at the request of the Western Trust Company, Agents for 
the Custodian, had given in 1945 a report to the Workers’ and Farmers’ Pub- 
lishing Association that the plant was worth at least $45,000.00. A further 
appraisal was made at the request of Mr. Wright by the Printers’ Ink 
Machinery Company, who valued the plant at $28,773.55. 

As a result of Mr. Wright’s investigation, an additional compensation of 
$20,000.00 was allowed by the Custodian in January 1946. 


Summary 


The financial statement of the Custodian as to this organization shows a 
debit balance of $20,337.00. hi 

The overall operations by the Custodian’s Agents of the properties of 
illegal organizations show total receipts of $228, 662.89; total disbursements of 
$365,056.46; total amount returned by the Custodian to the organizations of 
$36,584.39; thus resulting in a total debit balance of $172,977.96. 

The opinion was widely expressed in your Committee that the treatment 
given to illegal organizations and particularly to The Ukrainian Labour Farmer 
Temple Association and The Workers’ and Farmers’ Publishing Company in 
regard to their property, subsequent to the McPhee Report, was somewhat more 
generous than that accorded to the Japanese-Canadian evacuees. 

Your Committee was apprised of the fact that 3,500 pounds of books seized 
in the editor’s office of the Workers’ and Farmers’ Printing Association, Ltd., 
Winnipeg, in the care of the Custodian’s Agents, were destroyed, as they 
apparently were considered by the R.C.M.P. to be subversive literature. 

On the other hand, 349 books seized from the Deutscher Bund Kanada 
Organization and alleged to be Nazi propaganda literature, have been preserved, 
six. being .confiscated by the R.C.M.P. The remainder were returned to the 
@) igtbdian s Agents and are now available for return to the owners. 

Your Committee was startled by the difference in treatment given to alleged 
Communist and alleged Nazi propaganda and cannot but express surprise that 
destruction of books was carried on im Canada as it was in Germany. 


Property of Japanese Evacuees 


As to the purchase by the Veterans’ Land Act Administration, from the 
Custodian, of lands formerly owned. by Japanese evacuees, your Committee 
was given further detailed information completing the evidence which has been 
the basis of its Fourth Report. 

Part of the meeting of June 24 and the meeting of June 26 were assigned to 
the completion of evidence by Mr. Gordon Murchison, Director, Soldier “Settle. 
ment and Veterans’ Land Act, concerning the purchase and resale to veterans 
of lands formerly owned by Japanese evacuees. 

‘Further evidence concerning the sale of such lands by the Veterans Land 
Act Administration disclosed that some sales were made to civilians at a 
profit over the purchase price but it is reasonable to assume from the evidence 
that no such profits were made on sales to veterans.

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Administration of Enemy Property 


The administration of enemy property during the war is the primary 
function of the Custodian of Enemy Property and it is to be noted that all 
the evidence adduced up to this point before your Committee had to do with 
duties entrusted to the Custodian, which were not specifically relevant to his 
functions as such. 

Your Committee, during the course of two meetings, was given an account of 
the work of the Custodian in his official capacity as foreseen by the Revised 
Regulations respecting trading with the enemy. 

The office of the Custodian, which was set up in 1920 under the Treaty of 
Peace (Germany) Order, was not closed between the two Great Wars, but its 
staff had been reduced to two officials and two stenographers. These were the 
nucleus around which was built a staff of 129, who took charge of the administra- 
tion of considerable interests and properties at the inception of the war and is 
still pursuing its work. The bulk of the administration was carried on with the 
help of inspectors, supervisors, controllers and firms of chartered accountants, 
appointed throughout Canada. 

The property of the governments, associations, business and industrial 
concerns and citizens of enemy countries and occupied territories were, since 
September 2, 1939, under the control of the Custodian. The total amounts of 
these assets reached a figure nearing $1,500,000,000 but, by gradual release 
of state funds and gold belonging to the governments of former proscribed 
countries as well as property belonging to persons who were able to establish 
that they could no longer be considered enemies under the Regulations, the 
total assets under control at present day valuation was approximately 
$320,000,000, as of December 31, 1946. 

The diversified nature of the assets under control necessitated a flexible 
system of administration and audit. 

It is to be noted that the Custodian’s administration has been self-supporting 
and no money was drawn from public funds, but separate individual accounts 
are kept and the cost of operating charged to them. A different course was 
followed as between belligerent enemy property and non-belligerent enemy 
property, that is property of persons or societies of a liberated country. In this 
latter case, up. to the application. for release, the account. has been charged, 
besides the disbursements and normal expenses, an over-all administration fee 
of two per cent of the total value on the date of release, In so far as belligerent 
enemy property is concerned, the treaties will provide for the charges to be made. 

According to Section 6 of the Final Act of the Paris Conference on 
Reparation, which came into force January 14, 1946, and which was formally 
signed by Canada on January 30, 1946, this country is entitled to “hold or 
dispose of Germany enemy assets within its jurisdiction in manners designed to 
preclude their return to German ownership cr control, and shall charge against 
its reparation share such assets”. 

The solution of most problems of how and when to release the property at 
present under control must necessarily await the coming into force of the 
treaties with the so-called satellite countries and the treaties with Germany and 
Japan. As to the liberated countries, it is expected that agreements will be 
arrived at between them and the Canadian Government on this matter. Up to 
this moment, such an agreement has been made with France, which has been in 
force since March 22, 1946. 

- As to royalties om enemy owned patents collected since the end of the war, 
they are governed, until the peace treaties are signed, by the clauses of an 
agreement signed, in July, 1946, between Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Belgium, Germany, Holland, Luxembourg, Denmark, South Africa, 
Australia, Czechoslovakia and Canada. . : 
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Your Committee was impressed by the magnitude of the work of administer- 
ing enemy property and the success of the operations carried on by the Custodian 
or under his control, 


By leave of the House, Mr. Picard, from the Standing Committee on Public 
Accounts, presented the Sixth Report ef the said Committee, which is as 
follows:— 


Your Committee at its meetings of July 1 and 2 heard evidence from Mr. 
Watson Sellar, Auditor General of Canada and wishes to express its appre- 
ciation of the constructive suggestions submitted by him. 


Many items of the report of the Auditor General were the object of your 
Committee’s attention and the information gathered conduces to a_ better 
understanding of the work, as well as of the important functions of his office. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that consideration should be given by the 
Government to the desirability of amending existing legislation, as more fully 
explained in Mr. Sellar’s memorandum dated July 1, 1947, with a view to 
regulating: 

(a) the form of Estimates and the printed explanations associated there- 

with; 

(b) the use of revenue arising out of services performed for the direct 

benefit of individuals; 

(c) the management of revenues; 

(d) the valuation of assets; 

(e) the management of stores and equipment inventories. 


Your Committee is also of the opinion that consideration should be given 
by the Government to amending the Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, 
1931, in the light of Mr. Sellar’s memorandum dated July 3, 1947, supplement- 
ing the oral evidence given by him on July 2. 

Copies of these two memoranda are attached hereto and form a part of 
this report. 

Your Committee is also of the opinion that the House should explore 
the desirability of establishing a Standing Committee on Estimates. 

A copy of the minutes of proceedings and evidence from May 30 to July 2, 
inclusive are tabled herewith. 


(For Minutes of Proceedings, Evidence, etc., accompanying said Report, see 
Appendix to the Journals, No. 14) 


ADDENDUM 


1. The Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act dates from 1878. Its purpose 
is to regulate consolidated revenue fund transactions to the end that parlia- 
ment preserves control over the public purse. In my opinion the time has come 
when, in its own interests, parliament should consider again the provisions of 
the Act. 


2. There may have been a time when the Committee of Supply minutely 
examined estimate items, but demands now made on the time of the House of 
Commons are such that complete examination of estimates is impracticable. 
Estimates should now be presented in such a form that members do not have to 
guess purposes to which votes will be applied. 
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3. It is suggested that, instead of members of parliament having to seek 
explanations from ministers, “details” printed with the estimates should be in 
narrative form, setting out:— 


(a) the objects and purposes of the items, 

(b) explanations of increases, 

(c) the Acts, if any, which will regulate application, 

(d) the anticipated revenues, 

(€) comparisons with previous years, and 

(f) such other information as is necessary to permit members to familiarize 
themselves with the purposes and implications before items are called 
by the chairman of the Commitee of Supply. 


Existing legislation merely directs that the estimates “shall be for the services 
coming’ in course of payment during the fiscal year.” 

4. In the past ten years the number of items had increased. Using main 
estimates items, the number was 295 in 1937 and 484 in 1947. This increased 
use of items dates from the session of 1938 when the number jumped from 295 
to 440—although the total sum voted in 1938 was only $10,000,000 greater than 
in 1937. The purpose was to confine departments more strictly to objects of 
expenditure. While results were thereby attained, I feel consequences were:— 

(a) inflations in sums sought, by reason of departments including con- 

tingent reserves in every item, as protection again unforeseen demands 
arising in the year; and 

(b) some difficulty to members in identifying the items on which they 

wish to put questions or make observations. 


5. May I illustrate my thoughts on the subject by making reference to 
post office accounts. Parliament appropriated approximately $61,500,000 for 
the postal service in 1946. The application of the votes was:—

A glance at the foregoing shows that:— 


(a) if votes had been consolidated, the year-end supplementary of 

$1,234,720 to vote 232 would not have been necessary; and 

(b) after all unanticipated expenses had been discharged, the Post Office 

Department had unused balances of $3,826,611—an excessive amount 
In my opinion. 

6. Adding various small expenditures, authorized by various statutes, total 
appropriation expenditures of Post Office were about $58,000,000. But the Post 
Office Act provides that certain classes of postmasters be paid directly from 
revenue. In the year the amount was about $15,000,000. Thus, direct Post 
Office disbursements were about $73,000,000. Should study go further, it would 
be noted that the cost of certain steel equipment, etc., and the provision of al] 
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office accommodation is borne by appropriations for the Department of Public 
Works. That cost is not segregated in the accounts but, on a basis, may 
total $3,000,000. Thus the real cost may have been $76,000,000. 


7. Gross revenues approximated $83,800,000. If the value of postage stamps 
used for cheque tax purposes amounted to $3,500,000—it is impracticable to 
establish an exact figure—the real revenue of Post Office was about $80,000,000. 
A subtraction of estimated operating costs of $76,000,000 leaves a profit of 
$4,000,000. But section 20 of the Post Office Act fixes 2 cents as the first- 
class letter rate between places. The other 2 cents is a tax imposed for 
revenue purposes by the Special War Revenue Act. First-class mail produces 
approximately 50 per cent of the total revenue. Therefore, if one were to 
distinguish between the “service” charge and the -“‘tax” charge, Post Office 
had an operating deficit. In turn, part of this deficit is due to the fact that 
about 28 million pieces of first-class mail matter and 100 tons of third-class 
matter for departments of government are franked. Were postage paid, the 
revenue would be about $1,500,000. 


8. It is submitted that it would be in the interests of the House of Commons 
were the financial requirements of the Post Office presented in all-inclusive form. 
That is to say, instead of estimates details consisting of accounting breakdowns, 
there would be a distribution of estimated income and disbursements to the 
various services in a manner which is self-explanatory and does not necessitate 
accounting calculations to disclose the true position. 


9. The Board of Grain Commissioners’ transactions afford another illustra- 
tion. Its revenues were approximately $2,000,000 and expenditures a little over 
$1,900,000. In addition, government elevators had an operating income of 
about $650,000 and operating expenses of $380,000. The volume of business is 
dependent on the grain crop; yet the board must prepare its estimates long 
before seed is in the ground. As practice now is, the board presumably calculates 
its estimates on the possibility of a crop a little above the average. Two 
consequences may result: 

(a) in the event of a big crop, it must keep supplementary votes to meet 

extra operating costs; or 

(b) in the event of a small crop, it has larger appropriations than are 

needed. 


My thought is that in cases of this type, parliament could have a safeguard 
against over-staffing, etc., were appropriations so devised that the sum available 
is determined by the effort which administrative officers put forth to make their 
activities: self-supporting. If he who benefits is prepared to pay the cost, a service 
is no burden on the taxpayer. On the other hand, when experience demonstrates 
that those who benefit are not prepared to pay. the cost, then the House has 


notice either that tnere is no real need for the service or that it is extravagantly — 


organized. 


THE REGULATION. OF - REVENUES 


10. The Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act’s directions with respect to 
the management of revenues are few: (a) collecting officers are to make deposits 
daily, and (b) the Auditor General is to satisfy himself that revenue collected 
is “fully accounted for”. The Act makes the comptroller of the treasury answer- 
able for the regularity of departmental expenditures; but no officer has a like 
responsibility for revenue transactions. There is no‘audit obligation to establish 
that all moneys, which should have ‘been’ collected, were gathered in. In most 
departments the revenue audit does go beyond the statutory obligations, but 


ia 
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until recently the Income Tax Division insisted on observance of the text. It is 
for this reason that the audit certificate of revenues, so far as Income Tax 
Division accounts are concerned, is qualified by paragraph 25. (Some months 
ago the audit office was informed that all taxation records are now to be 
regarded as open to inspection.) 


11. It is my opinion that more specific legislative directions with respect to 
revenues are desirable. A reason is provided by paragraph 19, which refers to 
the situation with respect to fines collected by the courts. Another is to be 
found in paragraph 16, where it is noted that departments regard $5,000,000 
of accounts receivable as uncollectible (exclusive of income tax), yet they 
cannot be written off because there is no authority so to do. The mayors of 
various places would probably be surprised were they to learn that the govern- 
ment accounts list their municipalities as owing money because of the use of 
the militia in times of local unrest. Using a geographic selection, with dates 
in brackets, to illustrate: Nanaimo, B.C., $255,313 (1913-14); Sault Ste. Marie, 
Gnt:, $8,308 (1903); Buckingham, Que., $2,350 (1906), and Glace Bay, NS., 
$36,644 (1209-10). 


VALUATION OF ASSETS 


12. In paragraph 11 of the audit report for 1946 attention is drawn to a 
reserve of $150,000,000 set up in the balance sheet “for possible losses on ultimate 
realization of active assets”. While it is a bookkeeping reserve, it is suggested 
that there should be legislation regulating the valuation of assets for balance 
sheet purposes. A convenient illustration is provided by paragraph 101, which 
relates to the accounts of the National Harbours Board. The loans and advances 
from the government of Canada, as of December 31, 1945, were, in round 
figures:

If you are interested, that totals $150,100,000. The balance sheet of Canada 
incorporates, ‘as active assets, only the investment in the ports of Montreal 
and Vancouver. This inconsistency takes it origin in the fact that prior to 1936 
the harbour commissions of Montreal and Vancouver alone paid interest 
regularly. In 1936 all: harbour properties were declared) Crown property; con- 
sequently, it may be argued that: 

(a), the value of, the Montreal and. Vancouver, properties for balance sheet 

purposes, should be that: established by physical valuations made by 
‘ appraisals engineers; 

(b) the same treatment should be applied to the publie property in the 

other points; 

(c) if some commercial properties of the Crown are treated as assets for 

balance sheet purposes, then all commercial properties of the Crown 
should be treated hkewise. 


SrorEsS AND HQuIPMENT 


13..In, paragraph 10--of: the audit report it 1s noticed that balance sheet 
assets do not, include the value of departmental stores.and equipment. other 
than stores inventories of the departments of Public Printing and Stationery 
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and Transport. The reason why the inventories of these two departments are 
set up as assets is because legislation fixes a maximum sum which may be 
invested in the year-end inventories and thus an annual monetary valuation is 
made. Stores are not infrequently the equivalent of money. In other words, if 
other departments have balances in appropriations which will not be required 
in the year, there is no legal impediment against stores being acquired to offset 
a possible cut in the next year’s estimates. A special instance is noted in 
paragraph 3, where reference is made to a payment of $37,735,000 to the United 
States to permit service forces to make selections in the fiscal year 1947 from 
the surplus stores and equipment of the United States government. In my 
opinion it would be in the interests of parliament were there general legislation 
with respect to all stores, ete., of departments.

Dear Sir: 

At the meeting in the afternoon of July 2, it was suggested that I file with 
you a memorandum outlining the various changes which I consider might 
usefully be made to the Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, 1931. This is the 
memorandum. 


1. The name of the Act be changed to “Public Finance Act”, and repeal the 
Board of Audit Act, c.10, R.S.; Contingencies Act, c. 31, R.S.; Departmen: of 
Finance and Treasury Board Act, c.71, R.S., and c.48, Statutes 1931; Public 
Lands Grants Act, c.114, R.S.; Ordnance and Admiralty Lands Act, ¢.115, RS.; 
Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, c. 27, Statutes 1931; Department of Trans- 
port Stores Act, c. 16, Statutes 1937, and Government Companies Operation Act, 
c.24, Statutes 1946, and also various financial sections in other statutes. In 
short, my thought is that all pertinent directions be brought together in a single 
statute. It is for such reasons that I think “Public Finance Act” would be a more 
appropriate title. 


2. Change the title “Comptroller of the Treasury” to “Comptroller of 
Accounts”, because many people confuse the work of the Comptroller with the 
activities of the Treasury Board. The Board is composed of Ministers, and 
should not be confused with the activities of an administrative office. 


3. In a great many statutes an order of the Governor in Council is required 
to signify a decision. The mass of such routine is now of proportions that it must 
make serious inroads on the time of the Cabinet. My thought is that the 
Governor in Council be vested with a power to delegate to the Treasury Board 
the exercise of such of its functions as it might from time to time decide. 


4. It would be desirable were revenue accounts to remain open for ten 
days after March 31, in order that current receipts in transit be related to the 
proper year. 

5. A great many services are rendered for the benefit of individuals. In 
many cases there is no clear authority to make charges. I would empower the 
Governor in Council to fix scales of charges and, on publication in the Canada 
Gazette, it would be obligatory to collect. 
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6. Section 33 of the Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act permits the 
sovernor in Council “whatever he deems it right and conducive to the public 
good” to remit any “duty or toll”. I would broaden that to cover any tax, 
impost, duty or toll. I would also provide in the same section a means to 
compromise or write-off bad debts, ete. 


7. At the present time there is no clear authority to permit the Minister 
of Finance to invest, temporarily, idle cash balances in his bank accounts. I 
would give him such a power, but prohibit him from buying Government securities 
listed at substantial premiums, as such purchases bring speculation into a 
transaction. 


8. At present no officer has any general responsibility with respect to 
revenues. My thought is that the Comptroller of Accounts should be required to 
keep constantly under review assessing, collecting and accounting practices of 
each department. His reports would be to the Minister of Finance. 


9 It is my opinion that it is an undesirable practice to amend legislation by 
means: of an item in an Appropriation Act, therefore I would insert a section 
prohibiting the submission of Estimates including such an item. 


10. I have already outlined my thoughts with respect to Estimates’ 
explanations. 


11. In a previous memorandum it has been suggested that a practice of 
credits-in-aid appropriations be introduced for those services which have material 
“service” revenues—as distinct from taxes. 


12. Instead of cheques being drawn on the Receiver General of Canada, 
it would be better to draw on the Bank of Canada and thus permit cashing 
banks to clear at all bank clearing centres. 


13. There should be legislation to govern the cases where securities should 
be given by contractors and the use which may be made of such deposits. 


14. Likewise, the situation should be clarified with respect to powers of 
attorney tendered to the Government. 


15. Parliament must consent before the Government may borrow. In my 
opinion there are too many borrowing authorities tacked on to statutes. In 
addition, there are general borrowing statutes—mainly to refinance, but 
permitting new borrowings. A maturity might properly be refinanced without 
fresh legislation, so long as the principal amount is not increased. This would 
eliminate refinancing of debts statutes. 


16. The method of handling loan issues—door-to-door sales and pay-roll 
deductions—presents the risk that, by theft or bankruptcy, a small purchaser 
may be defrauded without recourse on the Government. Provision should be 
made that, in either of the foregoing contingencies, the collector be regarded as an 
agent of the Crown. 


17. The present statute was enacted when the debt was serviced by the 
Department of Finance. As a result of the Bank of Canada Act, the activity is 
now performed by the Bank. For that reason, Debt Servicing regulations, 
which are of concern to the public, should be statutory. 


18. In my opinion, the stores of all major departments should be regulated in 
such a manner that they are tied-in with the Balance Sheet of Canada. 
Likewise, I am of opinion that commercial real property should be periodically 
valued and controlled by the Balance Sheet. Property which is unsaleable 
might be ignored—for example, the Parliament Building, the canals, ete. 
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19. The functions of the Deputy Minister of Finance have outgrown the 
keeping of accounts. That task might be performed by the Comptroller of 
Accounts. 


20. A single accounting office should be operated for Senate, House of 
Commons and Library accounts and the Comptroller of Accounts required to 
post monthly in that office a statement of transactions for the information of 
Senators and Members. 


21. It should be a statutory duty on the Auditor General to examine all 
accounts receivable, ete. (at present his duty is to examine actual collections). 
I would also make it necessary that he examine stores and property accounts 
to a much greater degree than is now required; also, require him to report on 
systems, or practices, followed by departments in administering revenue collec- 
tions, stores, ete. 


22. The present retiring age of the Auditor General is 70. I would reduce it 
to at least 65, and believe it should be 60, because no man should occupy the 
position too long. 

23. The present officers’ guarantee fund is based on an Appropriation Act 
item. A comprehensive plan in a statute would be preferable. 

24. It would remove criticism were a Minister authorized to recognize writs 
for attachment of civil servants’ salaries, when issued after judgment, up to a 
percentage of salary. 

25. All corporation budgets should be annually submitted to the appropriate 
Minister for approval in those cases where parliamentary approval is not 
required by legislation or usage. Further, limits as to what the budget might 
provide might be set out. Purpose: to avoid deficit planning. 

26. I would adopt a recent American statute and require the accounts of 
all corporations owned or controlled by the Crown to be audited by the Auditor 
General, and require him to report on any ultra vires transactions—the expense 
of audit to be shared. 

27. Title to Crown property, administered by a corporation, be vested in 
that body, leaving to the Courts the question of liability for taxes. 


28. Make the calendar year the fiscal year for Crown corporate bodies.

And also,—A Message communicating to this House the evidence, etc., 
taken before the Standing Committee of the Senate on Divorce, to whom were 
referred the petitions on which the Divorce Bills mentioned above were founded; 
together with the papers produced in evidence before them, with a request that 
the same be returned to the Senate. 


The Order being read for the House to resolve itself again into Committee 
of Supply; 


Mr. Abbott moved,—That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair. 
And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


The House accordingly resolved itself again into Committee of Supply and 
further progress having been made and reported, the committee obtained leave 
to sit again at the next sitting of the House. 


And it being after eleven o’clock, p.m., Mr. Speaker adjourned the House 
without question put, pursuant to Standing Order 7, it being then five minutes 
past eleven o’clock, p.m., until to-morrow, at eleven o’clock, a.m. pursuant to 
Special Order made Friday, July 4, 1947.

PRAYERS. 


Mr. Brown, from the Special Joint Committee of the Senate and the House 
of Commons appointed “to continue and complete’ the examination and con- 
sideration of the Indian Act (Chapter 98, R.S.C., 1927) and all such: other 
matters as have been referred to the said Committee, presented the Fourth 
Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Pursuant to Orders of Reference dated 13th February, 1947, your Com- 
mittee has held 67 meetings and has heard 102 witnesses, including departmental 
officials; and also church dignitaries and Indian representatives from all 
provinces in Canada, except the Maritimes which were visited last autumn by 
a Commission appointed under the Inquiries Act, by Order in Council PC 3797 
dated 11th October, 1946. 


Embodied in the Minutes of Evidence, as appendices thereto, are 153 written 
briefs or submissions received by your Committee from Indian bands or organiza- 
tions and from other Canadian individuals or groups interested in the welfare 
and well-being of our natives of Indian descent. The Minutes of Proceedings 
and Evidence cover approximately 2,300 pages. 


Your Committee was instructed ‘to contmue and complete” .... the exam- 
ination and consideration of the Indian Act. However, the actual recasting, 
or revision, of that Act, which is long overdue, could not possibly be attempted 
until a full opportunity had been afforded to all interested parties to make 
representations in that regard. 


Your Committee is agreed that the Joint Committee on Indian Affairs 
which was appointed in 1946 was warranted, as it reported to Parliament, in 
adopting a program which envisaged the revision of the Indian Act only during 
the 1948 Session of Parliament. 
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The 1946 Joint Committee on Indian Affairs, on August 15 last, also 
reported :— 


“The hearing of departmental officials has disclosed the 
necessity for certain administrative improvements which can be effected 
without the revision of any existing legislation and which, when put into 
effect, will remove some of the causes out of which have arisen grievances 
and complaints of many Indians”. 


Your Committee notes with extreme regret that recommendation No. 8 of 
the said Report of August 15, 1946, which was concurred in by both Houses of 
Parliament, has not yet been implemented. 


That recommendation was:— 


. “8. That more direct methods be employed for the return of 
rentals collected on the behalf of Indian lessors”’. 


Your Committee, therefore, recommends:— 


1. That immediate steps be taken by all responsible officials to remove with- 
out further delay this longstandimg grievance with regard to rentals due to 
Indians. 


Your Committee further recommends and finds:— 


2. That a Commission in the nature of a Claims Commission be set up with 
the least possible delay to inquire into the terms of all Indian treaties, in order to 
discover and determine such rights and obligations as may therein be involved 
(or any subsequent substitution therefor) and to appraise and settle in a just and 
equitable manner any claims or grievances arising thereunder ; 


3. That questions involving band membership be left for definition and 
determination during the 1948 session when the Indian Act is next examined and 
considered ; 


4. That immediately Parliament next assembles a Special Joint Committee 
be constituted with powers similar to those granted your Committee on 13th 
February last; 


5. That the matter of enfranchisement of Indians be left for further con- 
sideration when the Indian Act is under revision; 


6. Certain bands resident on “lands reserved for Indians”, particularly in 
the Province of Quebec, are compelled to pay taxes other than those imposed by 
dominion legislation. It is therefore recommended that a Reference be made to 
the proper Court to determine the legality of any taxation imposed on Indians; 


7. That encroachments of persons other than Indians upon lands reserved 
for Indians are not viewed with favour either by the members of the Indian band 
concerned or by the Indian Affairs Branch. It is recommended that the Indian 
Affairs Branch take immediate steps, consistent with the wishes of the Indian 
bands concerned, to remove from Indian reserves all persons other than Indians 
who reside in, or carry on business on, an Indian reserve; 

8. That the whole matter of the education of Indians be left over for 
further consideration. In the meantime, however, it is recommended that all 
educational matters, including the selection and appointment of teachers in 
Indian schools, be placed under the direct and sole responsibility of the Indian 
Affairs Branch; 


9. That the administration of all aspects of Indian Affairs should be under 
one ministerial head; 
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10. The Director of the Indian Affairs Branch should be given the status, 
if not the rank, of deputy minister to permit him to have direct approach to his 
own and other departmental heads; or he should be named a Commissioner who 
will rank as a deputy minister and who will have at least two Assistant Commis- 
sioners of whom one should be a Canadian of Indian descent; 


11. That Indians who are qualified for any position in the administration of 
Indian Affairs, at any level, be given a preference for appointment to such 
positions within that administration for which they qualify or are suited; 


12. That when the Director of Indian Affairs becomes aware than an Indian 
Agent will shortly be leaving the service, he should in ample time before the said 
Agent retires, request that the Civil Service Commission select and appoint a suc- 
cessor to the said Agent, so that there shall be no interruption in the carrying 
out of the duties of that most important office in Indian administration, that of 
Indian Agent; 


13. That the retiring leave of any Agent or officer in the administration of 
Indian Affairs be granted to him simultaneously with the payment to him in 
a lump sum of his leave payments, instead of retaining him on the payroll pending 
actual retirement. This in order that the position may be filled without delay 
by the person selected and appointed to succeed the retiring Agent or officer; 


14. That whenever possible a vacant position of Indian Agent be filled by 
the promotion of an assistant agent who will have had the opportunity of receiv- 
ing training in all the duties of an Indian Agent; 


15. That in view of the fact that Indian reserves are widely scattered across 
Canada, and in view of the diversity of the problems confronting those charged 
with the administration of Indian Affairs, the Indian Affairs Branch should be 
decentralized and regional directors appointed to look after and to determine 
such matters as appropriately fall within their particular regional jurisdiction; 

16. That the establishment for the Indian Affairs Branch be increased to 
provide for the appointment of a sufficient number of Indian Agents and Indian 
Agents-at-large to provide for the adequate and proper administration of Indian 
reserves; 

17. That when a promotion from the staff of an agency is not possible, a 
promotion should, when practicable, be made from junior officers in the district 
who may desire promotion and who are suited and qualified for a senior post; 

18. That when promotion within the staff of an agency is not feasible, the 
field of competition for applications from the general public should be made wide 
enough to ensure the selection and appointment of a fully qualified person; 

19. That examinations, whenever possible, should be conducted by the dis- 
trict offices of the Civil Service Commission rather than at headquarters of the 
Civil Service Commission at Ottawa; 

20. That Indian Agents who have undergone a period of probation satisfac- 
tory to the Director of Indian Affairs should be made permanent civil servants at 
the end of such probationary period; 

21. That, by Order in Council, appointments to the Indian Affairs adminis- 
tration should no longer be subject to the “permanent quota” now in force, as 
imposed by Treasury Board regulations; 

22. That the preference accorded to any veteran be consistently accorded 
with regard to all appointments to positions in the administration of Indian 
Affairs; 
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23. That future appointments of officials concerned with the administration 
of Indian Affairs should, where practicable, be restricted to applicants who 
have had previous experience in the field. Field officers in the said administra- 
tion should, from time to time, be posted to the divisional or headquarters office 
of such administration; 


24. That in the best interest of the administration of Indian Affairs, if 
there be officials therein who are incompetent, or incapacitated, or for any 
reason unable to fulfil their duties, such officials should be superannuated or 
retired from the service, without undue delay; 


25. That the project of building a central governmental hospital in northern 
Indian agencies, with nursing stations in far outlying districts be proceeded en 
at once; and 


26. That some statutory provision be made for the adequate care of aged, 
infirm or blind Indians; and that in the meantime rations given to Indians should 
be sufficient in quantity and quality. 

Whilst your Committee would like to express due appreciation to all those 
individuals and organizations who have rendered valuable assistance to the 
deliberations of your Committee, we feel that occasion must be taken to single 
out for special mention the very valuable contribution made by Mr. William 
Zimmerman, Jr., Assistant Commissioner of Indian Affairs, Department of the 
Interior, U.S.A., who came to Ottawa to inform your Committee with regard to 
the administration of Indian Affairs in the said United States of America.

Mr. Cleaver, from the Standing Committee on Banking and Commerce, 
presented the Eleventh Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Your Committee has considered Bill No. 417 (Letter C-13 of the Senate), 
intituled: “An Act to amend the Trust Companies Act” and has agreed to report 
it without amendment. 


Mr. Isley, from the Special Joint Committee on Human Rights and Funda- 
mental Freedoms, presented the Third Report of the said Committee, which 
is as follows:— 

To obtain a clearer concept of its duties, your Committee, as a preliminary 
step in its inquiry, resolved its Order of Reference of May 26 into three divisions, 
namely :— 

(1) To consider the question of human rights and fundamental freedoms, and 

the manner in which those obligations accepted by all members of the 
United Nations may best be implemented; 

And, in particular, in the light of the provisions contained in the 
Charter of the United Nations, and the establishment by the Economic 
and Social Council thereof of a Commission on Human Rights; 

(2) What is the legal and constitutional situation in Canada with respect 

to such rights; 

(3) And, what steps, if any, it would be advisable to take or to recommend 

for the purpose of preserving in Canada respect for and observance 
of human rights and fundamental freedoms. 


The Deputy Minister of Justice was heard in regard to the legal and con- 
stitutional position in Canada insofar as human rights are concerned, while an 
officer of the Department of External Affairs gave evidence respecting the obli- 
gations assumed by Canada as a member of the United Nations. 
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The Director of the Division of Human Rights, Department of Social] 
Affairs, United Nations, appeared and supplied information relative to the 
activities of the United Nations in the matter of human rights. 

Contained in your Committee’s minutes of proceedings and evidence are 
copies of documents relative to the subject-matter of the Order of Reference. 

At the outset, it was apparent that at the present session only preparations 
could be made for a subsequent detailed study of human rights and fundamental 
freedoms. Consequently, your Committee has invited the attorneys-general of the 
provinces and the heads of Canadian law schools to furnish views and opinions 
on the question of the power of the Parliament of Canada to enact a compre- 
hensive Bill of Rights applicable to all Canada. 

It is recommended that early next session a joint committee be appointed 
to resume consideration of the task assigned to your Committee.

(d) No special cover shall be used and no covering letters shall be 
added to or included in the speeches so reprinted.

Mr. Picard, from the Standing Committee on Public Accounts, presented 
the Seventh Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Arising out of consideration of the Public Accounts for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1946, your Committee undertook an investigation of the building 
project carried on in the Township of Sarnia, County of Lambton, Ontario, 
by The Veterans’ Land Act Administration. Your Committee held meetings on 
July 4, 9, 10, and 11 and sat for six hours on each of these days and evidence 
was given by Mr. Gordon Murchison, Director, Soldier Settlement and Veterans’ 
Land Act, Mr. A. D. Wymbs, Acting Financial Superintendent, and Mr. W. G. 
Wurtle, Chief Treasury Officer; and by Mr. William T. Cleave, one of the 
veterans who occupy the houses built at Sarnia. It sat also on July 14 to study 
the terms of its report. 

Although its hearings mainly centered on the Sarnia project, your Com- 
mittee gave attention to housing facilities provided for veterans throughout 
Canada. 


Q217N__FQL 
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For a better understanding of the problem facing your Committee, it is 
to be noted that the Sarnia project is one of 114 similar projects undertaken 
by the Veterans’ Land Act Administration throughout Canada, and as a result 
of which 2,381 houses were provided for veterans. 


Canadian veterans may use either of two plans to purchase houses. They 
may use their re-establishment credit to help pay for a house, whether already 
built, whether contracted for privately or whether acquired through the faecili- 
ties of the National Housing Act, or they may choose to buy a house through 
The Veterans’ Land Act, whether built privately or as part of a departmental 
project. Under the provisions of the Act, a veteran who waives his re-establish- 
ment credit may use a special maximum grant of $1,400 to be applied as part 
payment of a small holding, intended to be sold to him at cost or at a readjusted 
price considered by the Department as the real value of the property. After 
assessment of the value is arrived at, the grant of $1,400 is deducted from it, the 
veteran is asked to contribute a cash payment of 10 per cent up to $600, after 
which a monthly payment is made by him over a period of 25 years to cover 
the balance of the price, with interest at the rate of three and one-half per cent. 


The Veterans’ Land Act Administration has spent $15,769,747 for the con- 
struction of 2,381 houses, exclusive of the cost of land and project development, 
such as water mains, sewers, etc. The average construction cost per unit of 
about 15,000 cubic feet, is therefore, $6,623.13 or about 44 cents per cubie foot. 


Your Committee’s investigation has disclosed that the eight houses built 
on The Veterans’ Land Act project at Sarnia have cost substantially more than 
the overall average for Canada and that the construction has been unsatisfactory. 


From the admission of the Director, The Veterans’ Land Act, Mr. Gordon 
Murchison, it is apparent that the defects in construction of the houses at the 
time they were sold to veterans resulted from negligence on the part of officials 
working under his direction, from faulty workmanship, from the use of unsais- 
factory materials and, possibly, also from faulty engineering. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that the higher cost of these houses, 58 
cents per cubic foot, as compared with the Canadian average could not be 
entirely attributable to higher wages prevailing in the district, nor solely to other 
local conditions. Your Committee recommends that the Government refer the 
matter to the Department of Justice with a view to determining what action, if 
any, may be taken if the contractors are considered at fault, and of collecting 
from them such amount of the increased cost as may be attributable to the 
contractors’ fault. 


Your Committee considered hearing witnesses concerning the construction 
defects on the Rosedale project located near Windsor. The feeling of your 
Committee was that disclosure of any defects in houses located in Rosedale or 
elsewhere could not materially add to its conclusions and that opening of 
another question might lead to a large number of witnesses asking to appear with 
the result that your Committee might not have time to bring in a report before 
the end of the session, and your Committee agreed on the urgency of an 
immediate report. 


Your Committee regrets that this matter was not brought to its attention 
in time to have evidence by veterans of other projects. Your Committee hopes 
that remedial measures taken as a result of its report may satisfactorily adjust 
defects which may have occurred in other projects. 


Your Committee was not favourably impressed by the way evidence was 
given by Mr. Gordon Murchison, Director, The Veterans’ Land Act. 
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Your Committee feels that the facilities given by Canada to veterans under 
The Veterans’ Land Act and other measures are such as to compare favourably 
with the treatment granted veterans by other allied countries. It, therefore, 
all the more regrets the inconveniences suffered by some of the veterans who 
have in good faith purchased houses on projects where faulty construction has 
been encountered, and your Committee urges that corrective remedial action 
should be taken at once. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that the repair program, although exten- 
sive, has been conducted in a haphazard manner and that such repairs as were 
considered urgent by the special departmental report of Mr. W. 8. Woods, Deputy 
Minister of Veterans Affairs, and Colonel C. P. Parrish be completed at once. 
All corrective measures should be expedited and carried out without cost to 
veterans. 

Your Committee recommends that the veteran shall*have the option of 
completing his purchase within one month after all the defects in his house are 
corrected. Should he decide not to purchase, then the house in question should 
be vacated so as to be available to another veteran and the withdrawing 
veteran should receive a return of his deposit less a reasonable occupancy rent 
which, in case of dispute, should be subject to appeal to the Deputy Minister. 

Your Committee recommends that a board of three men be appointed con- 
sisting of real estate and building experts, none of whom shall have had previous 
connection with the Department of Veterans Affairs, or with any other govern- 
mental building projects, to pursue the work undertaken by your Committee. 
with a view to giving justice and fair treatment to veteran purchasers and all 
parties interested in this question, and to recommend to the Minister any remedy 
it may consider fit to correct the situation. 

Such board should first investigate the Sarnia project, as your Committee 
considers it important to clarify the situation there at as early a date as 
possible. 

Subsequent to its investigation of the Sarnia project, the board, in the 
opinion of your Committee, would do well to examine other projects which 
may be brought to its attention. 

A copy of the minutes of proceedings and evidence from July 3 to date 
is appended.

Mr. McCubbin, from the Standing Committee on Agriculture and Coloniza- 
tion, presented the Fourth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:—- 

Pursuant to the Order of Reference of Friday, June 20, 1947, your Com: 
mittee has reviewed the. report and the accounts of the Canadian Wheat Board 
for the crop year 1945-1946. Five meetings were held during which the following 
officers of the Canadian Wheat Board appeared as witnesses: 


Mr. George MclIvor, Chief Commissioner, 
Mr. W. C. MacNamara, Assistant Chief Commissioner, 
Mr. C. B. Davidson, Executive Assistant. 


The firm of Millar, Macdonald & Co., Chartered Accountants, Auditors to 
the Canadian Wheat Board, was represented before the Committee by Mr. W. 
W. MeVey, C.A., who appeared as a witness. Mr. McVey, at the same time 
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substituted for Mr. R. C. Findlay, Comptroller of the Canadian Wheat Board, 
who, the Committee learned with regret, was prevented to appear owing to a 
serious illness. 

Certain statements in answer to enquiries made by members of the Com- 
mittee have been filed and appear as appendices to the printed record of pro- 
ceedings and evidence of the Committee. 

The Committee desires to express its appreciation to the above-named 
officers for the comprehensive and lucid manner of presenting the reports and 
accounts. 

Your Committee also wishes to express its satisfaction of the efficient admin- 
istration of the said Board by the officers concerned and to recommend the accep- 
tance of their Report for the Crop Year 1945-1946 as representing an accurate 
account of the activities of the Canadian Wheat Board for that period. 

Your Committee further recommends that the Report of the Canadian 
Wheat Board be tabled earlier in the Session so that it might be referred and 
dealt with at an earlier date by the Committee. 

A copy of the relevant printed proceedings and evidence of your Com 
mittee—Nos. 3, 4 and 5—is appended.

On motion of Mr. Emmerson, the First Report of the Joint Committee of 
both Houses on the Printing of Parliament, presented to the House on July 14, 
1947, was concurred in. 


The Bill No. 18, An Act to readjust the representation in the House of 
Commons, was again considered in Committee of the Whole, reported with 
amendments, considered as amended, and ordered for a third reading at the 
next sitting of the House. 


By leave, the House reverted to “Presenting Reports”. 


Mr. Cleaver, from the Standing Committee on Banking and Commerce, 
then presented the Twelfth Report, of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 

On March 4, 1947, the House instructed your Committee to inquire into 
the administration of the Patent Office in regard to staff, office space and 
equipment. 

Your Committee appointed a subcommittee to hold a thorough inquiry and 
report back. Your Committee has received the following report from its sub- 
committee which it has considered and adopted as its Twelfth Report to the 
House :— 

“Report of Sub-committees of an inquiry into the administration of the 
Patent Office in regard to staff, office space and equipment:— 

The importance of the Canadian Patent Office in the service of Canada 
must be viewed both in its national and international aspect, since the Patent 
Office, in addition to Canadian applications, receives and deals with patent 
applications from the principal countries in the world. 


APPLICATIONS 


In investigating the backlog of patent applications in the Patent Office, it 
is found that some three years’ work has accumulated which should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. The total number of applications uncompleted is 
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approximately 31,400. This may be broken down into applications which have 
been acted upon by the examiner and await reply by attorneys, and those on 
which examinations have not been made by the examiner. The actual backlog 
is 25,000 applications. 


The Subcommittee finds that the Commissioner has the Patent Office as 
well organized as is possible, considering the lack of office space and the lack 
of sufficient staff as hereinafter referred to, but at the present time there is 
a time lag of about two and a half to three years in the examination of patent 
applications. The Canadian Patent Office in this regard is in a similar position 
to many other patent offices since the cessation of hostilities. 


It is unnecessary to go into the details of the building up of the backlog, 
the principal work of your subcommittee is to recommend a method of dealing 
with this backlog and having it removed so that the Patent Office may function 
in a normal and efficient manner. 


Normally the Office received nine to ten thousand applications per year, 
but the number has greatly increased during the war years. The Office scarcely 
equipped to handle the normal number of applications, now finds itself totally 
unable to keep up with the increased number of applications. The Patent Office 
for the fiscal year ending March, 1945, received over fourteen thousand appli- 
cations and during the last fiscal year it has received far in excess of that 
number. 


There are two contributing factors to the creation of the backlog and these 
are lack of staff and lack of and the very unsatisfactory nature of the existing 
space. In the consideration of these we intend to recommend not only what 
should be done to eliminate the backlog but to see that in the future more 
efficient and speedy service can be given to the public and to inventors. It 
must be stressed that adequacy of staff and office accommodation are inseparable. 


STAFF 


In order to carry on the work of the Patent Office efficiently and to over- 
come the backlog, it will require a technical personnel of 50 examiners and 
in addition they must be provided with clerical assistance, office space and 
library facilities and we append hereto a table showing the staff required for 
that purpose. 


On January 1, 1939, there were 90 personnel and 24 temporary employees 
or a total of 114 which included 28 patent examiners in the Patent Office. On 
January 1, 1945, there were 64 permanent and 30 temporary or a total of 
94 which included 19 patent examiners, that is, 29 less than at the beginning 
of the war. While this reduction of staff has improved slightly, in April, 1947, 
there are only 97 employees in the Patent Office and it is still 17 under the 
pre-war establishment. 


With a staff of 50 examiners and 12,000 patent applications annually, each 
examiner would receive an average of 240 applications per year. An examiner 
at present does turn out from six to eight allowed applications per week and 
taking the average working year, excluding Sundays, holidays and sickness, 
as being approximately 280 days, it will be found that an examiner should be 
able to examine and allow an average of 240 applications per year. The classi- 
fied patent searched by the examiner to determine the prior art is principally 
Canadian patents but the examiners are also instructed to search British patents 
and at least the last ten years of the United States classified patents and any 
French classified patents which are available. At this point it may be emphasized 
that the subcommittee was very disappointed with the number of French and 
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American patents classified up to this date. Not only are these patents required 
by the examiners in the Patent Office but they are of great importance to manu- 
facturers in Canada who search the Patent Office records to ascertain the latest 
development in the arts in which they are interested. A fuller development 
of the Patent Office Library is recommended by your subcommittee on account 
of its usefulness to the Canadian people. In undertaking the work of classify- 
ing these patents, clerical service is required besides supervisory service by a 
technical officer and it will also mean that thoroughly trained technical librarians 
should be on hand to assist in making searches and giving assistance to the 
public who seek information. The augmenting of the technical staff will require 
that the clerical staff working with the examiners in typing reports, filing cases, 
entering amendments and doing other allied work will have to be materially 
increased. 

At the present time, some of the clerical staff are working for four examiners 
and it is physically impossible to do this work correctly. It is thought that 
one clerk typist for each two or three examiners or say about 18 to 20 clerk 
typists are necessary to relieve the examiners of routine work which they should 
not be called upon to do and which may be performed by a less experienced and 
lower paid assistance or help. 

To co-ordinate all the divisions of the Patent Office there should be an 
Administrative Officer, since if printing a patent is to be undertaken as herein- 
after recommended, it will have to be co-ordinated with the work of other parts 
of the Office and the Assistant Commissioner could not undertake this additional 
administrative work as he has other duties which fully occupy his time. 

Since the termination of hostilities, the difficulty of obtaiming staff is almost 
as great as that during the war, but for a very different reason. During the war 
the men were occupied in probably a more essential work of contributing to the 
defence of Canada but on the return of many industrial firms to normal con- 
ditions the great number of technical men have already obtained positions in 
private enterprises, the salaries of which are more attractive than those offered 
in the Government Service and unless proper inducement can be given by 
adequate salaries it will be difficult to encourage engineers to enter the public 
service. 


PaTENT OFFICE SPACE 


The main offices of the Patent Branch have been located in the Langevin 
Block, since the year 1890. 

There are also some offices in the Hope Chambers on Sparks Street, in the 
Fraser Building on Queen Street; all of which offices we visited; and there are 
also offices in the Trafalgar Building on Queen Street, and in the Sovereigi 
Building on Bank Street, which we did not visit. 

Applications for patents have increased by leaps and bounds. There were 
only 4,628 applications at the turn of the century but there were 14,778 applica- 
tions in 1946. The office space available in 1946 is apparently not much more 
than it was in the year 1900, and in addition, the fact that it is now in five 
different locations greatly increases the problem. 

Other Departments of the Government occupy space in the Langevin Block, 
mainly the Post Office Department. On the second floor of the Langevin Block 
there are long rows of filing cabinets of Patent Office records in the centre cor- 
ridor, extending far beyond the offices allotted to the Patent Office itself. There 
are some rooms here and there in the Langevin Block which have been assigned 
to the Patent Office from the basement up to the garret where the photostatic 
room is situated. The rooms allotted to the Patent Examiners are overcrowded. 
There are two or three to a room, and a small room at that, and they cannot 
possibly work satisfactorily or with efficiency under such circumstances. Because

of lack of space the records of American patents are stored in three different 
places, two different places in the Langevin Block and another storage space 
in the Hope Chambers. This is very awkward, not only for the examiners, but 
also for the Patent Attorneys and the general public who should have access to 
records such as these. 


The Patent Office owns a very valuable library of British patents and in 
case of a fire the loss of this library would be irreplaceable. The space in which 
this library is situated is not fireproof. 


The whole Patent Branch should be in one building. Perhaps there is no 
branch of the Government in which it is more necessary to make references and 
cross references to matters before the Commissioner and his assistants than in the 
Patent Office, and files should be readily available at all times. All the docu- 
ments and matters pertaining to patents should be filed in a place where the 
staff, and even the public, can have easy access to these files and records. 


The Commissioner estimates that at the present time he has about 15,000 
square feet of office space and 8,000 square feet of storage space at his disposal 
and he estimates that he will need approximately an office space of 50,000 square 
feet together with 40,000 square feet for filing purposes and 20,000 square feet 
for printing patents as hereafter mentioned, or a total space of 110,000 square 
feet, and we append, hereto, a table showing details of the space requirements. 


PRINTING OF PATENTS 


Our Patent Act provides for the printing of patents. This is not being 
done at the present time as the Patent Office has no printing plant faciliies. 
Down to the present time all copy work is done on typewriters, which is not 
satisfactory and which is very expensive, having a cost ranging from $2.00 to 
$4.00 per patent. The printing of patents is an international obligation which 
Canada has assumed but has not fulfilled. 


After making full inquiries your subcommittee finds that a suitable printing 
plant of adequate capacity using the offset process, could be installed at a cost, 
including all necessary equipment, of approximately $36,000. The yearly labour 
cost of operating such a plant, with a capacity for printing 75 copies of each 
patent issued, including specifications, claims and drawings, would involve an 
annual expenditure of $47,700. The yearly cost of paper, materials, depreciation, 
ete., would be about $100,000, making a total yearly cost in all of $148,000. Uf 
a charge is made for these printed copies of 25 cents each, similar to what is 
charged in other countries, the amount received for copies would not fully meet 
the cost of printing, however, the Patent Office has through the years earned a 
substantial surplus and the newly revised schedule of fees will be more than 
adequate to take care of the cost of printing. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Staff:—Attached to this report is an appendix showing the minimum staff 
which should be supplied to the Patent Office, and your subcommittee recom- 
mends that this staff should be supplied at the earhest possible date. 


Office Space:—Attached to this report is an appendix showing the amount 
of office space, storage space, etc., required by the Patent Office, and your sub- 
committee recommends that when the Government is expanding its building 
program for the housing of Government departments, suitable space both as 
to size and of fireproof construction, should be made available to the Patent 
Office. 
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Printing of Patents:—Your Subcommittee recommends that a printing 
plant by the offset process should be installed in the Patent Office for the printing 
of patents, specifications, claims and drawings, and that the necessary staff be 
employed to operate the same at the earliest possible date.

The above estimate is made on the number of examiners and clerks to deal 
with the “backlog”, the increasing number of new applications, the printing of 
patents, the provision of better library accommodation for the Canadian, British, 
United States Patents and better facilities for patent attorneys and the public. 
The space required may vary either slightly below or above the amount set out 
depending on the building, its subdivision and light but as far as possible the 
requirement for each individual has been kept at a reasonable minimum. The 
vault, attorney’s room, board room, rest room and printed patents do not require 
clerks or attendants and will be looked after from other divisions—for instance, 
the attorneys’ room will adjoin the library and be attended by the librarians.

Then the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons addressed the 
Honourable the Deputy Governor General as follows:— 


“May It PLease Your Honour: 


“The Commons of Canada have voted Supplies required to enable the 
Government to defray certain expenses of the Public Service. 


“In the name of the Commons I present to Your Honour the following 
Bill: — : 

“An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for the Public 
Service of the financial year ending the 3lst March, 1948.” 


“To which Bill I humbly request Your Honour’s Assent.” 


To this Bill the Clerk of the Senate, by command of the Deputy of His 
Excellency the Governor General, did thereupon say:— 

“In His Majesty’s name, the Honourable the Deputy Governor General 
thanks his loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents to this Bill.” 


After which the Honourable the Deputy Governor General was pleased to 
close the Third Session of the Twentieth Parliament of the Dominion of Canada, 
with the following Speech:— 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


The restoration of peace and world recovery have not proceeded as speedily 
as had been hoped for. Failure to conclude peace settlements with Germany 
and Austria has complicated the political and economic situation, not only in 
Kurope, but throughout the world. Several countries, including Canada, have 
approved treaties of peace with Italy, Roumania, Hungary and Finland. 

In Europe, the delay in the re-establishment of industries has continued to 
affect adversely the balance of foreign trade and of international payments. 
The severe winter and the shortage of necessities, particularly of food, have 
added to human suffering, and aggravated the problems of relief and 
rehabilitation. 

Unsettled world conditions have been reflected in many of the measures you 
have been called upon to consider at the session now being concluded. 

On June 30, the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration 
came to an end. The need for relief, however, has not ended. In recognition of 
this need, Parliament has made a substantial appropriation for the purchase of 
food and other essentials of life required by peoples of war-devastated lands. 
Parliament has also approved Canadian membership in the International 
Refugee Organization. 

Canada is participating fully in the activities of the Economic and Social 
Council, the Atomic Energy Commission, and other agencies of the United 
Nations. Our country is also effectively represented at the International Con- 
ference on Trade and Employment at Geneva. 

As a result of the deliberations of a special session of the General Assembly 
of the United Nations, a Committee, on which Canada is represented, was 
created to prepare a report on Palestine. 

An important feature of the session has been the removal, in an orderly 
manner, of the majority of controls and restrictions in force during and immedi- 
ately after the war. To guard against sudden and excessive increases in the 
cost of living, and for other reasons, certain emergency orders and regulations 
have been continued for a further transitional period. 


oo 
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Another important development has been the action taken to encourage 
immigration. The Government’s policy involves the careful selection of immi- 
grants and adjustment of their numbers to the absorptive capacity of the coun- 
try. Practical steps have also been taken to relieve the lot of many displaced 
persons and refugees. 

Notwithstanding the unsettled conditions abroad, employment and national 
income at home have remained at high levels. The demand for the products of 
our primary industries has, in almost all cases, been sustained. ‘Towards 
stabilizing the incomes of those engaged in agriculture, measures relating to the 
Canadian Wheat Board, and to the sale and export of certain other agricultural 
products have been enacted. The Fisheries Prices Support Act is being brought 
into operation. The maintenance of our prosperity will increasingly depend upon 
how conditions develop in other parts of the world. 

In the past few months, in most industries, Canada has fortunately enjoyed 
a relatively wide measure of industrial peace. Preliminary consideration has 
been given in Parliament to an important measure to provide more effective 
machinery for the settlement of industrial disputes and the adjustment of 
differences between employers and employees. A similar measure will be intro- 
duced at the next session. 

The Government has continued to give constant attention to meeting the need 
for housing. To this end, substantial amendments have been made to the 
National Housing Act. 

A further measure of social security has been provided by important amend- 
ments to the Old Age Pensions Act. Increases have been made in the amount 
of pension, and also in the amount of other income permitted to pensioners. In 
addition, the pensionable age for blind persons has been lowered from forty to 
twenty-one years. 

The Civil Service Superannuation Act has been amended to include addi- 
tional categories of public servants, and to permit retirement at an earlier age 
than heretofore. Comprehensive changes have also been made to increase the 
security provided by the Act. Statutory provision has been made for the 
veteran’s preference in appointments to the Civil Service, and to permit of 
annual increases in remuneration to temporary employees. 

Steady progress has been made in placing the defence forces on a peace-time 
basis. The Department of National Defence Act has been amended to provide 
for the consolidation of the administration of the Department, and for the 
establishment of a Defence Research Board. 

During the session, an important announcement of joint Canada-United 
States policy respecting cooperation in defence was made at Washington by the 
President and at Ottawa by the Prime Minister. 

Other important measures enacted during the session include Bills con- 
cerning a Dominion Coal Board, a Maritime Commission, the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation, conservation of natural resources, loan adjustments with 
certain of the provinces, the Patent Act, Penitentiaries and the Criminal Code. 
A Benevolent Fund from Army Canteen and Other Service Funds has been 
established. > 

The representation of the people in the House of Commons has been read- 
justed on a basis which will more effectively maintain the historic principle of 
representation by population. 

The question of Human Rights and Fundamental Freedoms, and the manner 
in which those obligations, accepted by all members of the United Nations, may 
best be implemented, has been given preliminary consideration by a special 
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joint committee of the Senate and the House of Commons. It is the intention 
of my Ministers to recommend the reappointment of this committee at the next 
session of Parliament. 


Members of the House of Commons: 


I thank you for the provision you have made for all essential services. 


A most gratifying achievement of the session now concluding has been the 
substantial reduction in the level of taxation on personal incomes, which became 
effective on the first of July, and which was made possible by the drastic reduc- 
tion of public expenditures. At the end of the year, the tax on excess profits will 
be removed. 


Authority to conclude tax agreements with the provinces has been vested 
in the Government. Seven of the nine provinces have signified their intention 
to conclude such agreements. 


A Bill to revise the income tax law was introduced in order to permit of 
study and consideration of its provisions between now and the next session. 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


The recent visit of the President of the United States to Ottawa was deeply 
appreciated by the citizens of Canada. The visit afforded renewed evidence of 
the close and cordial relations of our two countries. 


My Ministers have been pleased to welcome a delegation from the National 
Convention of Newfoundland. Members of the delegation are exploring the 
possibility of finding a basis, which would be mutually acceptable, for the federal 
union of Newfoundland with Canada. 


The people of Canada have learned with great pleasure of the bethrothal of 
Her Royal Highness The Princess Elizabeth to Lieutenant Philip Mountbatten. 
As Her Royal Highness and Lieutenant Mountbatten continue to face the future 
with its duties and responsibilities, it will be the wish of all that health, hap- 
piness, and divine guidance may gladden their path through life. 


Amid the uncertainties and perils of these troubled times, I pray that the 
guidance of Almighty God may be vouchsafed to our country and all the nations.
